Progress in education had 
been set back several years by 
developments that followed 
local government changes, Mr 
Michael Harrison, president of 
the Society of Education 
Officers, said at the society's 
annual meeting in London yes¬ 
terday. 

pig attack follows recent 
criticism of the state of educa¬ 
tion after the reorganization of 
local government by Mr Dudley 
Fiske, Chief Education Officer 
for Manchester, and Mr George 
Cooke, Education Officer for 
Lincolnshire. 

Other leading education 
officers have told me oE their 
frustration at the way schools 
and colleges have become the 
victims of “corporate manage¬ 
ment ”, under which all deci¬ 
sions concerning their running 
can no longer be approved 
quickly by an education com¬ 
mittee but have to be scrutin¬ 
ized by a general coordinating 
policy committee of all local 
government services. 

Mr Harrison, Chief Education 
Officer for Sheffield, said _ at 
the meeting: “ The education 
service has won nothing but 
travail through the arrival of 
centralized control mechanisms 
in town and county halls up and 
down the country, which are 
redundant in the technological 
sense.” 

The idea of corporate man¬ 
agement had been imperfectly 
conceived and had led to a dis¬ 
trust of big local government 


chiefs by the general public. 
Overnight it had destroyed tie 
valuable partnership between 
education officers and education 
committees. 

That had been replaced after 
local government elections _ by 
a “character of political 
activism which . • ■ has set the 
onward and upward progress of 
education in this country back 
by several years. This is hard 
to forgive”, he said. 

“ As for corporate manage¬ 
ment, you could remove it and 
all that goes with it from the 
face of the earth tomorrow and 
not one of the 30,000 schools 
in England and Wales would be 
any the wiser or worse off.” 

It had been responsible for 
acres of paper being produced 
in an attempt to define purely 
mechanical objectives, and to 
set up one system of control 
upon another. It had diluted 
accountability for effective ser¬ 
vice, and duplicated the organi¬ 
zation of committees and sys¬ 
tems of accounting and staff 
control which in the old days 
the education service had been 
perfectly capable of running by 
itself. 

He questioned the validity of 
the basic idea of corporate 
management. Local authorities 
controlled only some of the ser¬ 
vices that affected citizens. 
They did not control public 
health. So a corporate plan 
could be corporate only to the 
authority that invented it. It 
could never be a complete plan 
to benefit the people. 

“ So it tends to be an inward- 
looking plan concerned more. 


with the nuts and bolts of the 
authority’s machine than with 
tile lives of people,” he said. 
“It is increasingly impersona- 
lized, as the processes of 
bureaucracy grip it, and in¬ 
creasingly artificial/’ 

He said it led to a power 
game between established de¬ 
partments and political leaders 
in a centralized power system. 
“ This situation contributes 
nothing to the quality of edu¬ 
cation provision. It is totally 
remote from the lives of chil¬ 
dren in infant schools and 
students in polytechnics. 

“Saddest of all, because of 
the impersonality of the new 
engorged bureaucracy, it is de¬ 
structive of those human rela-, 
turns between chief education 
officer and teachers in schools, 
colleges and community educa¬ 
tion which have been the hall¬ 
mark of public education.” 
Minister’s speech: There was 
no evidence that educational 
standards were falling because 
of comprehensive reorganiza¬ 
tion, Mr Mulley, Secretary of 
State for Education and 
Science, said at the society’s 
annual dinner last night. Any¬ 
one who tried to compare 
examination results in compre¬ 
hensive schools with those in 
schools that had retained selec¬ 
tion was stepping on a 
statistical minefield. While the 
proportion of children in com¬ 
prehensive schools had in¬ 
creased eightfold in the past 
10 years, the percentage of 
leavers who had left with no 
qualifications had fallen by 
two thirds.

The Northern Economic Plan¬ 
ning Council thinks special 
measures wi-U be necessary to 
safeguard the region’s interests 
if devolution is introduced.

The council noted yesterday 

that the resources of England, 
Scotland and Wales, including 
North Sea oiL belonged to the 
United Kingdom as a whole, 
and emphasized that all parts 
must receive a demonstrably 
equitable share of those 
resources. 

In a statement, it said there 
was a widespread conviction in 
the .region that as. a result of 
the greater political pressure 
which they were able to exert 
Scotland and Wales already ob¬ 
tained a disproportionate share 
of national support relative to 
the northern region. The coun¬ 
cil a feared that even greater 
political pressures wo old be 
exerted as a result of the pro¬ 
posals in the White Paper, lead¬ 
ing to their obtaining an even 
gr e a t e r share of United King¬ 
dom resources. 

Zt suggested a much stronger 
and more effective regional and 
coordinatery body; wherever 
appropriate there should be 
strong regional offices with 
standardized boundaries for all 
government departments; far 
greater devolution of decisionr 
making to the regions; and 
more information from the Gov¬ 
ernment on public expenditure.

The Parole Board and the 
Home Office are considering, 
how to implement a regu gst 
by prisoners and some staff f° r 
a new policy of letting inmates 
know why parole is refused. 

They have told Sir Louis 
petch, the board’s chairman* and 
other members that the failure 
to give reasons, is the biggest 
cause of cynicism about the 
parole system 1 and in some cases 
leads to dangerous bitterness. 

Many of the prisoners who 
do not apply for parole opt out 
because they cannot beer tne 
anguish caused by the uncer¬ 
tainty.- Each year more than 
700 prisoners, about 8 per cent 
of the number eligible, refuse 
to be considered. 

When prisoners opt out they 
ore not given the supervision 
on release they would automati¬ 
cally receive on. parole. Yet 
then: rejection of the system 
, means that they are more likely 
to be alienated than prisoners 
who do get parole. 

The need to give reasons was 
strongly expressed to members 
of the board during visits to 
prisons to. explain how the 
parole, system works and to hear 
views about it. 

Prisoners aod staff have -told 
the -board that failure fo give 
reasons means that inmates do 
not know what they have to do 
to correct their faults, and re¬ 
habilitation is undermined. 

In prison, some work off 
their fru s tr ations in the gymna¬ 
sium. Others relapse into 
moody non-cooperation and 
sometimes bloody-nundedness 
Cynicism and distrust spread. 
Prisoners wonder who had 
spoken against them. They

sometimes blame their wives or 
individual officers. Wives blame 
their husbands. 

Sir Louis has replied that he 
would be. in favour of passing 
on reasons if a way could! be 
found of doing so effectively 
and fairly. The board and the 
Home Office are not against the 
idea in principle but they say 
that giving reasons would in 
some cases harm the prisoner, 
particularly if they were medi¬ 
cal ones, if circumstances at the 
home he was expecting to re¬ 
turn to. had changed, 'for ex¬ 
ample if his wife was secretly 
involved with another man. 

Prisoners reply that '■ they 
would prefer to Know the truth, 
and staff say that an hqnest, 
frank relationship helps the in¬ 
mate to come to terms -vriti* his 
position. Moreover it is. pro* 
cisely that sort of treatment, in 


other parts of the prison sys¬ 
tem that seeks to help a man to 
face reality/ The therapeutic 
community at Grendon Under¬ 
wood prison is an example.

Still no sign

A conflict in the provisions of 
the planning and rent Acts, is 
forcing some- landlords to pay 
substantial sums .to tenants to 
induce them to leave io order 
to'remain within the law, a land¬ 
lord from Richmond says. 

Mr Alan Campbell owns two 
Victorian terrace houses in 
Balfem Grove, Chiswick, each 
of which he converted from 
single-family dwellings into six 
fully furnished self-contained 
bed-sitting rooms. . He failed, 
however, to ask for plan ning 
permission from the council, not 
realizin g that it was necessary 
for such a-conversion. 

- In 1972 Hounslow Borough 
Council served an enforcement 
notice on oue of the houses, 
requiring Mr Campbell to stop 
multiple occupancy and to 
return tbe house to' its original 
use. Mr • Campbell lost an 
appeal to the Department of the 
Environment in 1974. 

He served notices to o.ult on 
tbe six tenants to comply with 
the enforcement notice.. Four 
found other accommodation, but. 


two refused to leave, claiming 
full security of tenure under 
the Rent Act, 1974, which had 
come into force six months 
earlier. 

An enforcement notice is not 
a ground for possession undtr 
tbe Rent Acts. The tenants had 
every right to refuse to go, and 
Mr Campbell felt he would 
almost certainly be refused a 
court order to ’evict them. 

Under the Rent Acts a land¬ 
lord may regain possession of 
his premises if tie can find 
“ suitable alternative accommo¬ 
dation” for tbe tenants. Birr 
Mr Campbell was unable to do 
that, and bis application to the 
council^ to rebouse the tenants 
was rejected, he sa'’s. 

.But had he failed to comply 
with the enforcement order he 
would have been liable under 
tbe Town and Country Planning 
Act, 1971, to a flue of £400 on 
summary proceedings and to an 
unlimited fine on indictment. 
If. after conviction, be still did 
hot comply with tbe order he 
could have been taken back to 
court and ‘ fined £50 for each 
day be was in breach. 


?.ir Campbell decided dial 
tbe only way out of his predica¬ 
ment was to offer the tenants 
monetary inducements to leave.. 
To one he paid £100 and to 
the other £300 before they 
would agree to go.- The house 
is now empty and. is to be re¬

Meanwhile another enforce¬ 
ment notice has been served on.

Navy gets ship 2 years 
late and 97% dearer

A history of what is described 
as ^ exceptional dislocation and 
delay” in the construction of a 
number of Royal Navy warships 
is disclosed by tbe Comptroller 
and Auditor General today. 

One of tbe ships is RMS Shef¬ 
field, the first of the navy's 
Type 42 destroyers, whose con¬ 
struction was marred by an ab¬ 
normal number ot modifica¬ 
tions, late delivery of equip¬ 
ment, delays by subcontractors 
and an explosion that killed 
two workmen. As a result, 
when it was finally accepted by 
the Navy early lasr year, tbe 
cost was 97 per cant , above the 
original estimate and the ship 
was two years late. 

The Comptroller says in the 
Appropriation Accounts for 
1974-75 that, according to tbe 
Ministry of Defence, almost half 
the increase was due to rises in 
rates of pay and iu the costs 
of materials.

Photographs 
in fight 
against tax 
evasion 

MR RIDLEY (Cirencester and 
Tewkesbury, C), on a motion to 
annul foe Income Tax (Sub¬ 
contractors in the Construction In¬ 
dustry) Regulations 1375. said the 
Opposition did not want to vote 
against the regulations because 
they were designed to stop tax 
evasion but because they could re¬ 
strict foe activities of labour—only 
contractors, known as foe lump, an 
old-established practice in the 
building industry. 

There was provision for identity 
cards with photographs to deal 
with tax evasion in the boBding 
industry. It was an obnoxious dis¬ 
tinction that foe Government were 
not prepared to insist on identity- 
cards to deal with terrorism and 
foe Irish problem but were pre¬ 
pared to use them in their pin-suit 
of tax dodgers. It was an odd 
priority. Many people found foe 
use of photographs obnoxious. 

MR JOEL BARNETT. Chief 
Secretary to foe Treasury (Hey- 
wood and Roy ton. Lab), said foe 
regulations put tbe administrative 
flesh on foe sub-contractors’ 
deduction scheme which foe 
Government introduced under last 
year’s Finance Act. The regula¬ 
tions were coining Into effect in 
two stages—foe first was in 
December and foe second would 
probably be in the summer. 

Tbe intention of foe regulations 
was to ensure that a tax deduction 
was made from payments to sub¬ 
contractors unless foe sub-contrac¬ 
tor could assure foe main contrac¬ 
tor that he was foe holder of 
subcontractor’s tax certificate. 

Witb foe benefit of hindsight, 
foe 1971 scheme was introduced 

determined attempt there would be 
to abuse it. Certificates had been 
bought and sold. Contractors bad 
been unable to tell whether certifi¬ 
cates were forged or genuine. 

Many contractors sec themselves 
-np as one man companies in order 
to obtain a certificate. One com¬ 
pany registered abroad but now 
untracable was known to be 
receiving payments at the -rate or 
£3m a year without airy tax being 
paid on It. 

There were over 400,000-genuine 
certificates In e xistence, a substan¬ 
tial number of which were being 
used by persons other titan their 
rightful bearer. The best evidence 
was that a minimum of £ 10 m a 
year tax bad been lost, probably 
more. 

With lax evasion on tins scale, 
it would be negligent of any 
Government or any House of 
Commons not to take action to 
deal with it. It would not bo pos¬ 
sible in future for someone to turn 
himself into a company simply to 
evade or rebate foe tax. 

Contractors who were In foe last 
resort liable for any tax they failed 
to deduct would be able under foe 
new scheme positively to satisfy 
themselves that foe presenter was 
rhe proper owner. The photo¬ 
graphs were required for identifi¬ 
cation alone. 

He knew there had been some 
suggestions about wb3t they might 
be used for.

MR STONEHQUSE (Walsall, 
North, Ljb.i asked if the Secretary 
of State for Northern Ireland 
would make it his policy to con¬ 
sider the repartition of Northern 
Ireland. 

MR REES—No. That would not 
contribute to the solutions of the 
problems of Northern Ireland.

MR DU CANN {Taunton, C), 
opening a debate on recent reports 
of the Public.Accounts Committee 
of which he Is chairman, said 
departments seemed to be con¬ 
scious of tbe need to avoid waste 
end extravagance, particularly in 
foe present time of financial strin¬ 
gency. Study of foe contents of 
tbe reports showed that foe com¬ 
mittee examined a wide range of 
subjects. There were 35 on which 
they bad considered it necessary to 
report. 

During foe first year of VAT, 
control and collection was less 
than adequate and for reasons of 
policy the Customs and Excise 
department were deliberately 
adopting a velvet glove to traders’ 
fait ores. That cost money. What 
mattered to foe Commons was that 
It Cost a great deal of money. 

The department bad calculated 
that in 19/4-75 tax losses were of 
foe order of £35m to £40m. One 
could speculate that in tbe initial 
year 1973-74 losses could have been 
substantially higher than that. The 
committee were deeply concerned 
about that substantial rax loss and 
recommended more strengthened 
enforcement measures. They were 
not impressed with what Customs 
and Excise had done. 

It was a disgrace that it had been 
necessary for three successive 
years for the committee to report 
defects In control over hospital 
building. Despite assurances rrom 
foe Department of Health and 
Social Security that lessons had 
been learnt from past errors they 
had yet to be convinced rhat these 
assurances were being transformed 
Into advances. There had been a 
thoroughly bad record of waste 
and lack of control, and foe House 
should not tolerate It any further. 

On military planning, it bad 
taken eight years to overcome the 

successive version? orpine einfiSe^ 
in Chieftain tanks. After all this 
time, foe Ministry of Defence 
claimed that development had been 
efficient at all times, and foey said 


that nobody could be blamed for 
the failures. It might not be pos¬ 
sible to quantify precisely the cost 
of these failures, but there could 
be little doubt that it must be 
substantial and had to be paid for 
by taxpayers. 

The case of foe centralised vehi¬ 
cle and driving licence centre ai 
Swansea was scandalous. The 
Department of foe Environment 
recognized tbat in tbe formative 
stages there bad been underesti¬ 
mates of cost. It had been five 
years late coating into operation; k 
bad a staff of 8.000, Which was 50 
per cent more than original!y esti¬ 
mated; and foe cost had gone np 
from £146m to £350m, two thirds 
of which was made op of staff 
costs. 

This was a scandalous affair (he 
said) and entirely due to bad plan¬ 
ning, lack of planning, and lack of 
a proper feasibHlty study. 

The committee had not ooiy 
been concerned with foe mistakes 
of foe past, and an autopsy; foey 
were also concerned about foe 
future, particularly In regard to 
computers. They acknowledged 
that there would be improvements 
with tbe next generation of com¬ 
puters, but foe Government should 
be warned plainly that there could 
be no reason tor new developments 
to be undertaken just for foelr own 
sake. 

Government spending was out of 
control and the Commons was 
quite Ineffective in establishing 
command, it was against the In¬ 
terests of the ministers and foe 
government of the day that there 
should be such effective command. 
However, unices a radical 
approach was adopted, spending 
must continue to he out of control 
because of foe political and other

Television might inhibit witnesses 


MR LAMOND (Oldham, East, 
Lab) said public expenditure was 
not out of control, but was diffi¬ 
cult to contain. MPs were to some 
extent responsible for tbe difficul¬ 
ties of the Chancellor of the Ex¬ 
chequer because, while c all in g for 
cuts in expenditure and taxation, 
they were at foe same time push¬ 
ing for increased spending in their 
constituencies on such Hungs as 
hospitals. , 

SIR TIMOTHY KITSON (Rich¬ 
mond, Yorks, C) said that while he 
could see a number of advantages 
in foe introduction of television it 
would make it difficult for some of 
the accounting officers replying to 
cross-examination of the commit¬ 
tee’s questioning if there were tele¬ 
virion cameras there. 

As a member of the PAC For 
only a short time, he found himself 
asking what was happening to ex¬ 
penditure outside the narrow beam 
of the committee’s scrchliglrt.

MR COSTAIN (Folkestone and 
Hvtbe, C) said the press and parti¬ 
cularly the technical press should 
give more publicity to the work of 
the committee. There were a great 
many people in industry, wbo were 
big taxpayers, wbo saw from day 
to day waste or apparent waste 
going on in public departments. 
Sometimes the department was 
their best client. When they saw 
waste going on, bow could they go 
and criticize their best client ? 

If the technical press gave more 
evidence of the work of the com¬ 
mittee then people would be able 
to get hold of their MP or a 
member of the committee and see 
them- 

MR PARDOE (North Cornwall. 
L) said that the control of the 
executive would be enormously 
enhanced if MPs could make that 
part of the work of Parliament 
more exciting, with a tittle more 
political sex appeal. 

If they bad introduced television 
and radio iPto the aspect of parlia¬ 
mentary work It would do a great 
deal for Parliament's effective con¬ 
trol over tbe e-\ccutivc. Parliament 
was an engine For the enlargement 
of executive power. He suggested 
that MPs started to reverse that 
process from today. 


MR CROUCH (Canterbury, C) 
said he hoped toe Deputy Speaker 
bad not been bored by the debate. 

The DEPUTY SPEAKER iSir 
Myer Gaipern}— I have been 
greatly interested in all that has 
been said, and foe only pity is we 
do not have the television cameras 
in foe House now because we 
might have tad a fuller attendance.

MR CROUCH said the PAC had 
been described as the “ terror of 
the departments ” and rts function 
was to ensure honesty and pro¬ 
priety in foe handling of foe 
money of the nation and the tax¬ 
payer.

MR PATTIE (Chertsey and Wal¬ 
ton.

Production began in 
1970, five years behind schedule, 
bur the kits could not even be 
fitted to »fl per cent of foe tanks 
because of a defect. 

MR NOTT, an Opposition 
spokesman on Treasury and eco¬ 
nomic nutters I St Ives, Cl, said be 
doubted the wisdom of appointing 
the successor to the retiring 
Controller and Auditor General 
directly from the Treasury. Could 
he not be appointed from outside 
the Civil Service, mavbe a senior , 
accountant of International 
renute ? 

The Commons must never aban¬ 
don its n*Ie as a critic of the 
executive but it was Important that 
it exercised a certain sense ot self- 
discipline before It allowed every 
sub-committee chairman and every 
select committee to call on minis¬ 
ters and civil servants endlessly. 
The Civil Service had a job of 
work to do and it was grossly 
Overloaded in many cases. There 


was a limit to foe amount foat 
ministers and civil servants could 
be called on to do in the 
Commons. 

If foe White Paper on pottle 
expenditure contained a new 
regime on cash limits, that would 
be foe point at which foe Public 
Accounts Commits might have 
vitally Important role to play.

The system in existence before 
Swansea was set up was rapidly 
declining in efficiency and bad 
reached foe point where it was 
doubtful whether it would be able 
to carry the large Increased volume

A number of changes had been 
introduced as a result of foe PAC 
having taken note of the problems 
associated with the Chieftain rank.

HP company bound by 
recovery firm’s acts 


St Margaret’s Trust Ltd y Byrne 

Before Lord justice Stephenson, 
Lord Justice Browne and Lord 
Justice Shaw 

[judgments delivered January 19] 

An employee of a firm acting 
on behalf of a finance company 
to recover goods sold on hire pur¬ 
chase was held to he an agent 
of the finance company for the 
purpose of entering- into a super- 
verring agreement with the hirer 
whereby he could redeem toe 
goods on payment of outstanding 
arrears on specified terms. 

The Court of Appeal dismissed 
an appeal by St Margaret’s Trust 
Ltd, London, a finance company, 
from foe dismissal by Judge Ber¬ 
nard Lewis at Brentford County 
Court of their'claim against Mr 
Daniel Byrne, of Feltfaam, for 
£480, being arrears under two hire 
purchase agreements r e l ating to a 
car and caravan. 

Mr David Ashton (who did not 
appear below) for toe finance com¬ 
pany ; Mr Byrne in person. 

L0&D JUSTICE SHAW said that 
the finance company and Mr 
Byrne entered into two hire pur¬ 
chase agreements in respect of a 
car and a caravan.

. The company contended that It 
was wrong in law to find a bind-, 
mg contract between them and 
Mr Byrne waiving foelr rights 
under the hire purchase agree¬ 
ment and restraining them from 
reselling the vehicles tor a reason¬ 
able nedod. 

Before their Lordships foe com¬ 
pany urged that there had been no 
consideration on. foe part of Mr 
Byrne. But Mr Byrne himself had 
collected foe vehicles and 
delivered them to the . dealers, 
although there was no such 
requirement m foe -hire purchase 
agreements. Moreover, he left in 
the' vehicles articles, including a 
stove and car radio,, which the 
judge found were costly equip¬ 
ment. Consideration bad been 
proved. 

What was foe effect, of the 
supervening contract? The com¬ 
pany contended that if they were 
entitled to resell foe vehicles after 
a reasonable time, they were en¬ 
titled to do so without giving prior 
notice to Mr Byrne and that three 
weeks was a reasonable time. The 
judge was right in conslderiog that 
It was not, bearing in mind that 
Mr Byrne was to sell bis house 
and in face sold zt four weeks 
after foe representative’s visit.

Nato ‘nuclear superiority’

‘A series of improvements io 
the consultation procedure on 
the use of nuclear weapous in 
the event of war was the main 
concrete outcome of a two-day 
meedng of Nato’s nuclear plan¬ 
ning group which ended in 
Hamburg today. 

The eighteenth aunual meet¬ 
ing. of the group also discussed 
problems of nuclear armament 
and how to go about reducing 
Nato’s nuclear potenrial if.'for 
example, the. talks on. mutual 
balanced force reductions with 


the Warsaw Pact countries 
proved successful. 

Hen- Georg Leber, the West 
German Defence Minister, and 
Mr Donald Rumsfeld, the new 
American Defence Secretary, 
were of one mind after the 
meedng. Herr Leber told re¬ 
porters that Nato retained tac- 
dcal _ and strategic nuclear 
superiority over the "Warsaw 
Pact. 

Mr Rumsfeld said that the 
Soviet stock of strategic wea¬ 
pons bad increased, however, 
and the West should take appro¬ 
priate steps io good time. 


Italy expected to get 
EEC nuclear plant

Ispra, in northern Italy, has 
been recommended by the 
European Comroissioo as the 
best site for a giant e.xperimen¬ 
tal plant planned as the centre¬ 
piece of tbe ne:rt stage of the 
EEC’s ambitious research pro¬ 
gramme aimed at generating 
energy by thermonuclear 
fusion. 

Tbe Commission’s recom¬ 
mendation, which is expected. 
to be discussed by EEC 
research ministers in Brussels 
ne.-.t month, is a severe, if not 
entirely unexpected blow to 
Britain, vuiefa behind the 
scenes has been rigorously can¬ 
vassing the claims of the 
laboratories of die British 
Atomic Energy Authority at 
Culham, Oxfordshire. 

Hie main argument in favour 
of Culham is that a team of 
European scientists, of whom 
40 per cent are British, has 
been working there for the past 
two years on a blueprint for the 
thermonuclear project. The 
Commission, however. has 
decided that for a combination 
of scientific, ecouomic and 
social reasons Ispra is the best 
site. 

In tbe first place, Ispra is 
one of the EEC's four joint 
research ceorres and is thus 
politically and symbolically 
appropriate for a Community 
project. Jt also has the neces¬ 


sary electricity supplies, as well 
as adequate housing and a 
European school for research 
st all and their families. 

At a meeting of EEC research 
ministers last December Italy 
refused to approve the 1976-80 
thermonuclear fusion and 
plasma physics research pro¬ 
gramme unless a derision was 
simultaneously taken on the 
site for the experimental plant. 
This means that the start of tha 
£253m programme is already 
nearly a month overdue. 

The Council of Ministers will 
thus be under considerable 
pressure next month to approve 
the Ispra s*te. There is a re¬ 
mote possibility that Culham 
could still emerge as a com¬ 
promise cho’ce as both 
Germany and France are luke¬ 
warm about Ispra and have 
candidates of their own in 
Cadarach, Garchiug and JiiUch. 

Earlier this week EEC 
foreign rnmisters avraed that 
everv effort - must be made to 
unblock tbe thermonuclear 
program me. which aims to 
derelop a new source of energy 
bv fusing light atoms instead 
of splitting, heaw ones. The 
basic materials for this new 
energy are deuterium and 
lithium. . both of which are 
harmless and found in unlimited 
quantities in sea wafer. 

The purpose of the experi¬ 
mental plant, which would cost 
about £55m to.build, would be 
to develop a plasma vessel 
capable of befog used in future 
thermonuclear fusion reactors 
based on magnetic contain¬ 
ment. Europe has so far held 
its own in -this-field with the 
Soviet Union and America.

Reporters seek questions to reveal candidates 

How American newspapers earn 
their right to freedom 


From Patrick Brogan 
Washington, Jan 22 
. The next American presiden¬ 
tial election falls on November 
2 this year, and American 
papers and television are 
already giving it as much 
space as The Times gives to a 
British election in the last 
week of a three-week cam¬ 
paign. 

There will be about 30 pri¬ 
mary elections. There will be 
delegate selection conventions 
in ocher states, some oF them 
preceded by precinct caucus 
meetings. The party conven¬ 
tions are in July and August, 
and ceaseless activity, 
endlessly reported wHl cohr 
tinue until the very last 
moment. 

At the same time there will 
be elections for the whole 
House of Representatives, 
together with a third of the 
Senate, more than half the 
governors and most of the 
state legislators. 

It is a daunting prospect lor 
candidates, reporters and 
reader* of newspapers. Finding 
consols non where we may, we 
observe that the candidates ere 
not obliged to stand, the 
reporters are paid to report 
them, and the readers of news¬ 
papers know when to turn the 
page. 

The American press thinks 
highly of its freedom, and elec¬ 
tion year is when it •aaxus it. 
Its tasks are to report faith¬ 
fully what the candidates do 
and say, to analyse their pro¬ 
grammes and examine their 
qualifications for die jobs they 
are seeking, and to judge how 
well they are doing.

These three duties, should be 
rated in that order but. of 
course, die last tends to come 
first. Who is up this week 
(Jimmy Carter) and who is 
down (Morris UdaFl, Ssarctoat 
Shriver) and who is out (Terry 
Sanford)? This is a cruel busi¬ 
ness, but if the newspapers 
keep up with their two first 
dunes, calculating the odds 
from day to day can be for¬ 
given. 

It should, be remembered, 
however, that if all reporters 
rate a particular candidate in 
much the same way, it may be 
a self-fulfilling prophecy. Mr 
Udall seems to have done 
badly in Iowa on Monday. He 
got less than 6 per cent of the 
delegates, but. it is a small 
state, only a few thousand 
turned out -to. vote, and their 
votes arc not.binding, anyway. 

But the press says he did 
badly and he apparently 
believes it. If he does not do 
better in the New Hampshire 
primary on February 24, the 
press will write him off. 

Ever since 1968 the press 
has, been blaming itself for not 
asking Mr Nixon the right 
questions. The received wis¬ 


dom is that if it bad, it might 
have discovered, and through 
it the American people might 
have discovered, that his Viet¬ 
nam “plan” was a sham and 
that he had no political priad- 
pies and no qualification 
besides a lust for power. 

Reporters asked Mr Mctsov- 
ero the right questions in 1872 
and discovered that he was a 
sham. They are now busy ana¬ 
lysing Mr Reagan’s "plan” for 
cutting the federal budget by 
$90 000m (£ 45 ,OOOm). His sup- 
porters say that _k is the 
"germ of a good idea". His 
detractors say that a man with 
no more than a few germs of 
ideas has no business standing 
for the presidency. 

The reporters are also turn¬ 
ing their attention to Mr 
Carter, asking him about abor- 
'tion and his “plan" to break 
up the Department of Health, 
Education and Welfare. He 
says that be has not had the 
time to decide which parts of 
that enormous bureaucracy 
could be cut and his critics say 
that in that case he should go 
back to peanut farming. 

The constitutional theory is 
that America is so diverse that 
it .cannot have ideological 
parties and must instead, have 
regional coalitions, or- alliances 
of interests, which submit to 
the electorate a name- not a 
programme. 

la any event the electoral 
process will expose whoever 
wins the Democratic nomi¬ 
nation to as thorough _ a scru¬ 
tiny as democratic politics -can 
ever provide and the reporters 
and commentators are out in 
their hundreds to do it. 


River Kwai 
survivors 
remember 
the dead

River Kwae Noi, Thailand 
Jan 22 

More than 30 years after their 
release from prisoner-of-war 
camps, a group of Britons 
attended memorial services here 
for the thousands of others 
who remain buried next to tbe 
infamous Burma railway. 

Many in the group were quick 
to deny earlier reports from 
Tokyo that some of their for¬ 
mer Japanese guards would be 
holding a reunion on the bridge 
of the “River Kwai" to ask 
for forgiveness later this year. 

Mr Peter Dunston, the leader 
of the 34 prisoners and 12 war 
widows who flew from Britain, 
Hongkong and Canada to attend 
the service, described the 
reports as completely false. 

Mr Dunston, who now weighs 
17 stones and said he weighed 
less than 8 stones when be was 
released 30 years ago, was 
quick to sidestep his earlier 
threat in London to throw any 
Japanese at the bridge into the 
murky river Kwae NoL " We 
have got to keep our cool and 
while we have asked that tbe 
Japanese 'should not be here 
we respect the presence here of 
the British Ambassador (Sir 
David Cole), like our Queen ”, 
he said. 

No Japanese attended today's 
services at the two cemeteries, 
where some 14,000 allied Ser¬ 
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Former prisoners and war widows at the river, they know as the Kwai. 


vicemen are buried, but a group 
of curious Germans from a tour 
group stood around without 
attracting any attention. 

Last Monday a lone Japanese 
television cameraman waited to 
film the arrival of the group 
here. However, when the Bri¬ 
tons spotted him they refused 
to alight from their bus until 
he went away, which be did 
without protest. 

Tbe group harboured mixed 
feelings concerning any contact 
with their former guards, some 
of whom were executed by the 
war crimes tribunal after the 
Second World War. 

Mr Jack Edwards, a former 
signals sergeant, from Hong¬ 
kong, who gave evidence at the 
war crimes tribunal against the 
guards he could recognize, said 
he still felt bitter. “ I know 


we all have to live together, in 
this world,, but when you look, 
at these cemeteries, how. .can 
you forgive and forget ? !*. 

Other men in tbe party said 
they did not want to remember 
anything at all about their 
treatment while one' said he 
thought it was best to forget 
about recriminations as it was 
so long ago. 1 

Because of the film Bridge 
on the River Kwai it is gen¬ 
erally forgotten by outsiders 
that more Indians, Malayans, 
Chinese and Thai coolies 
perished constructing the 1 rail¬ 
way than the estimated - 24,000 
allied prisoners who died of 
exhaustion and ill treatment. 

The name “ river Kwai ” is 
stuck in the popular conscious¬ 
ness whereas it is in fact the 


Kwae ' Noi, which means ■ the 
smaller of two rivers. 

Nearly half-,.of the original 
ISO miles of single track laid 
by the prisoners and coolies is 
still, In use and twice a .day a 
train still. crosses the steel 
bridge built across the Kwae 
Noi after the war. 

Despite the abnbst. unrecog¬ 
nizable’ -surroundings at the 
bridge, with its postcard 
souvenir - displays and Thai 
noodle shops, today's return 
will not be tihe last. ^ It is a 
queer emotional experience", 
Mr Jack Edwards remarked. 
“ People say ‘ Why come 
back?’ It was a colossal 
waste. They died in degradation 
. and. not in battle but we owe. 
it .to .them to stick together.”

The name of an American 
journalist who -also worked as 
an fofonnaoe for the Federal 
Bureau of Investigation has- be¬ 
come brawn h ere. 

He is Mr Sam Jaffa, who was 
United Nations correspondent 
for the Columbia Broadcasting 
System (CBS) frttai 1955 until 
1961 and the American Broad¬ 
casting Corporation (ABC) 
correspondent in Moscow from 
1961 until 1965. 

Mr Jaffe has told his- story 
to the Senate select committee 
on intelligence, which has a list 
of American reporters who 
have worked for the CIA. 

He confirmed it to The Hew 
York Times, admitting that he 
used to see agents from the 
FBI regularly while he was 
working for CBS, and that he 
passed on information concern- 
'mg 'Commonxsc diplomats and 
presumably anything else they 
might be interested in. . He said 
he was not paid for it. 

He first went to Russia in 
1960 for CBS to cover the trial 
of Garry Powers, the pilot of 
the 17-2 spy aircraft shot down 
over the Soviet Union. He was 
“debriefed” by the FBI, be 
said, on returning. 


He claims that he. never 
' knowingly worked for the CIA. 

Tbe FBI deals with domestic 
counter-intelligence and the 
-CIA with foreign intelligence. 
Whenever Mr Jaffe returned 
to New York' during his time 
as ABC correspondent in 
Moscow, he saw men whom be 
believed to be FBI agents, and 
answered their questions!,' 

Mr Clarence Kelley, director' 
of the FBI, said yesterday that 
the Bureau had no agents 
masquerading as reporters, but 
admitted • that “ friendly re¬ 
porters ” occasionally helped 
it. Mr . William Colby, diree- 
. tor of the CIA has said that the 
agency does not employ any 
full-time American correspond¬ 
ents as agents but does some¬ 
times use part-time correspond¬ 
ents, or “stringers”. 

Mr Jaffe told The New York

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Lebanon gets peace at; 
cost of independence

Beirut, Jan' 22. 

The cost of the civil war in 
Lebanon has been assessed 
until today in terms of human 
life and destruction—in 10 
months of bloodletting more 
than ' 9,000 people have been 
killed and twice that number 
wounded, and the economy is 
in ruins. Today Lebanon paid 
a higher price—^independence 
itself, the luxury it misused. 

In effect, that is what the 
imposed Syrian solution 
amounts to. There will be no 
running down of the flag and 
it is unlikely that Lebanon will 
ever be anything _ else than 
Lebanon, but the joint commis¬ 
sion of Syria, Lebanon and the 
Palestinians, is tantamount to 
rule from Damascus. 

The partition line drawn by 
communal war was all but com¬ 
plete when the Syrians acted 
this week, but the introduction 
of the Palestine Liberation 
Army regulars added the fin¬ 
ishing touches. 

Within three days, two thirds 
to three quarters of the country 
was in the hands of the Pales¬ 
tinians. and their left-wing 
Muslim allies aod the border 
between Syria and Lebanon lost 
its relevance. .... „ 

Recently Mr Abdul Halim 
Khaddam, the Syrian Foreign 
Minister, declared that, if par¬ 
tition was behind the war in 


Lebanon, then Syria would 
annex the country.' That it has 
now done this, albeit in a 
gradual way, has caused many 
Lebanese to feel bard done by. 

The fact remains that the 
only thing, that could solve the 
Lebanese problem was interven¬ 
tion by some force able to 
exercise the power of ultimate 
arbiter. Weakened by its coiF 
fessional make-up .and the 
suspected bias of its command, 
the Lebanacse Army was no 
candidate for this job.^ 

For the Syrians, this situa¬ 
tion (partly of their own 
making) had reached a point 
where Lebanon had become a 
dangerous spark io the Middle 
East. Syria could not but act, 
and what followed, was inter¬ 
vention by proxy. 

Saiqa, the guerrilla group 
which is the arm of the Damas-. 
cus regime, had earlier pacified 
Tripoli and its units maintained 
a high profile in Beirut and its 
suburban battles. 

On top of this, Mr Yassir 
Arafat, the Palestine guerrilla 
leader, is now so closely tied, 
to the Syrians that a decision 
contrary to their wishes would 
seem inconceivable. It is not 
unreasonable to conclude, as the 
Syrians have, that Syria will be 
able to plot the course for the 
Muslims in Lebanon and ensure 
agreement from all factions. 


Israel frees nine Arabs 
held without trial

Nine detainees have been 
quietly released by the Israeli 
authorities during the past few 
days, reducing the number of 
Arabs held without trial to 37. 
Mr Peres, the Minister of 
Defence, told the Knesset that 
this figure was “ ridiculously 
small in tbe light of constant 
incidents of terrorism 
The House last night struck 
off its agenda a motion by Mr 
Meir Wilner. the New Com¬ 
munist member demanding the 
release of the re main ing 
detainees. He alleged that they 
were being kept in prison to 
ensure that supporters of King 
Husain of Jordan, rather than 
diose of the Palestine Libera¬ 
tion Organization, would be 
elected to West Bank municipal 
councils in April. 

Among those released was Mr 
Adbul Hak, the former town 
engineer of Nablus, and mem¬ 
ber of the Jordan Communist 
Part}*. While still in prison he 


announced his intention rn stand 
for election to the Nablus town 
council- 

Opinions are divided on the 
West Bank over the Israeli plan 
to extend the franchise for the 
first time to Arab women, aged 
over 21. Jordanian law still bars 
women from voting in municipal 
elections. Petitions apposing the 
reform have been raised by 
some councillors, but others and 
most women's organizations 
have welcomed it. 

The women's vote is expected 
to improve the chances of the 
Palestinian nationalist groups 
who will here the secret sup¬ 
port of die Palestine Liberation 
Organization. 

The strong public sentiment 
In favour of the PLO is causing 
concern among older politicians 
loyal to King Husain. 

Mr Rabin, the Israeli Prime 
Minister, who visits Washington 
next week, is expected to dis¬ 
cuss the possibitities for Israeli- 
Jordanicn negotiations with 
President Ford. 
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in Europe and the situation in 
Angola, but gave no details. 

The official said the United 
States negotiating team now 
had to return to Washington for 
consultations on the Soviet 
proposals.

Foreign Minister voiced his con¬ 
cern that critics of improved 
Soviet-American relations might 
influence official American 
thinking. 

“ There are those who are 
up in arms against the line of 
relaxation of tensions and are 
not adverse to lecturing others 
on this score,” be said. “This 
has not influenced the Soviet 
Union against improving inter¬ 
national relations and deepening 
detente. 

“I should like to believe the 
United States, too, will follow 
that path in implementing 
Soviet-American agreements,” 
he said.—Reurer, AP and UPI.

Fine Arts Society

Militant Gav Libbers will surely 
claim yet another. victory in 
the emergence from obscurity 
of Romaine Brooks, whose 
paintings and drawings are. now 
on view at the Fine Arts 
Society, Bond Street. 

However, Miss Brooks must 
smile disdainfully down from 
heaven at today's champions of 
the Sapphic cause.

murder aod interminable talk 
and diatribe from each and 
every side. If the material 
refuses to be led and moulded 
into the sort of reflective essay 
Ophuls has achieved in his 
major films, it is largely due 
to the nature of the conflict. It 
emerges as an affair not based 
on political or economic rea¬ 
lity, but fuelled by bigotry, 
ignorance, prejudice, principle, 
patriotism, senseless hatred, 
mindless loyalties, social depri¬ 
vation. 

Ophuls has made bis focus 
the individual and personal 
tragedies. Questioning, probing, 
hutting, he shows what it is 
Hke to lose a child or husband. 
He has a sense of the ilJu- 
mmating incidental: and his 
final shot is not of tbe hideous 
no -maP 's4and of the Belfast 
streets, but a neat pink bed in 
a suburban semi, that once 
belonged to a teenage girl, one 
of die most need less, victims of 
tbe whole senseless mess.

One 
can still enjoy Tchaikovsky’s 
tunes, of course, and one 
admires tbe skill of Stravinsky s 
orchestral technique, but the 
two often seem not to belong 
together, and one listens to 
each, as it were, with a separate 
ear. One listened with both 
ears, however, to Wednesday’s 
poised and resolutely accurare 
performance by the BBC Sym¬ 
phony Orchestra under David 
Atherton; it was distinguished 
by some especially fine solo 
woodwind playing. 

In comparison, the orchestra¬ 
tion of Rachmaninov’s Sympho¬ 
nic Dances seems conventional, 
if qnite personal. Yet some 
forthright saxophone playing 
reminded us, as did certain of 
the syncopations, that the per¬ 
sonality revealed in this last of 
the composer’s works is nor 
quite the one expected. Essen¬ 
tially, these three large move¬ 
ments are symphonic idealiza¬ 
tions of the dance, but a feeling 
of strongly motivated bodily 
movements is conveyed more 
sharply than in any of Rach¬ 
maninov’s earlier pieces. Per¬ 
haps No 2, suave, yet deeply 
felt, is best; yet Mr Atherton 
and the BBC SO gave a bril¬ 
liantly convincing account of 
the whole set.

Many details of tbe Bach 
seemed inexplicable. How* can a 
musician of Mr Hicfcox’s intelli¬ 
gence play the overture Fugue 
of this suite so fast that to arti¬ 
culate the violin and oboe semi¬ 
quavers becomes a bravura 
exercise of no musical interest ? 
How, in tbe bourree. can he 
leave tiie trumpet parts out of 
the first statement of each half, 
when those parts are musically 
essential ?

Part of the nrouhle, as so 
often with newcomers, was the 
resonance of the Purcell Room 
itself.

Had Leeds United and Crystal 
Palace met In an FA Cup match 
tills time last year, toe respective 
managers, Jimmy Armfield and 
Malcolm Allison, would probably 
not have looked quite as composed 
as they will before tomorrow's 
fourth round meeting at EDand 
Road. Both are now enjoying the 
reassurance of having gained two 
of the best lieutenants in the game. 

Mr Allison has sometimes made 
it known that Ms idea of football 
glory is not to take Crystal Palace 
to places like Walsall or Halifax. 
The third division is not quite bis 
scene and recently he has made 
a point of telling people that being 
told what a good coach be is no 
longer impresses or flatters him. 
He wants to be known as a good 
manager, which Is why the 
appointment as coach of t-bat 
agreeable former Chelsea, Totten¬ 
ham Hotspur and Queen’s Park 
Rangers player and part-time 
author, Terry Venables, is not 
considered a duplication of 
talents at Selhnrst Park. 

But though Venables has shown 
his ability to extract the best from 
Palace’s players—notably Whittle, 
who seemed to have lost his way 
entirely nnril ha sat with Venables 
on the substitutes* bench and lis¬ 
tened to some constructive com¬ 
ments—the more dramatic influ¬ 
ence over the outcome of tomor¬ 
row’s game will probably be that 
of Don Howe, coach to Leeds for 
less than three months. 

Mr Howe was one of the 
engineers of Arsenal’s Leagae and 
Cup winning team of 1971. At 
the end of that memorable season 
I can remember asking Mm where 
he, aqd Arsenal, would go from 
there. His suggestion that It was 
as testing aim interesting to 
attempt to stay at the top seemed 
to lack conviction. It was 
obvious that he felt qualified for 
a managerial position, bur wben 
west Bromwich Albion gave him 
that chance his muc-^t publicised 
embiti.on to 41 make this club the 
best in the country ” soon 
haunted him. West Bromwich 
were relegated from the first divi- 
aon and when it became obvious 
they would not be promoted last 
season, Air Howe was dismissed. 

Like many a fallen British mana¬ 
ger, Mr Howe looked for work 
abroad and attempted the near 
impossible task of being adviser 
to a Turkish club while living in 
England—commuting was not 
easy. When Mr Armfield asked 
him to replace Syd Owen as coach 
at Leeds, Mr Howe accepted with 
the knowledge that despite joining 
the most successful Football 
League club of the decade, he had 
a lot of problems to overcome, 
including the theory that Leeds 
bad shown themselves to be in 
decline by losing the European 
Cup final to Bayern Munich. 

Everyone still gave Leeds a hash 
rating, but felt it would not be 
long before the older men weald 
become feeble.

Add to this proceeds from a 
good League Cup run, two third 
round matches against Nottingham 
Forest which attracted 50,000 
spectators and one has the reason 
why the Peterborough board took 
out the cigars last week. They also 
paid out £25,000. a drib record, 
for Ernest Moss from Chesterfield. 

Those are the sordid details of 
finance of a club with an overdraft 
of £100,000. Now for the romance 
and the nostalgia. ** It’s our Wem¬ 


bley,” hay the Peterborough 
players and here they are taking 
a lead from tlicir manager, Noel 
Cantwell.

He was also lninre?sed with Cooke, 
who is, it seems, being watched 
clnselv by several leading clubs.

The 
Supporters' Club has chartered a 
train which will take a capacity 
of 550; there are at least three 
coaches and many cars, whlcb 
means something approaching 
1.000 Tooting followers travelling 
north. The Cup run has had a 
beneficial effect on attendances at 
home matches as well and tite 
average during the past month has 
gone up from 450 to 700. All that 
is required now is the rigbt re¬ 
sult and a good fifth round draw. 

Without wishing any disrespect 
to Bradford City. Tooting were 
not exactly jumping for joy when 
they heard the fourth round draw 
and. having got this far, they 
would now like to be drawn away 
to _ someone like Manchester 
United and be able to show a 
tangible increase in their bank 
balance. The publicity is all very 
nice and the club are truiv grate¬ 
ful for the attention being paid 
to them, but in the hard world 
of commerce (and even in the 
Isthmian League a club has to 
live) there comes a time when 
j:iory has to give way to cash.

Prize values to 
increase by 
half next season 

By Norman Fox 

Prize values at next season’s 
series of British amateur and 
professional cycling rood races, 
sponsored by Pernod, are to be 
Increased by about SO per cent. 
The professtanals. will have 12 
qualifying races with tbe overall 
winner receiving £150. The 
amateurs have 14 races with a 
prize to the value of £100 for tbe 
champion. Both winners will also 
receive trips to 'Paris to receive 
their trophies. 

This season there will also be a 
bonus of £10, or, for the amateurs, 
prizes to that value, every time 
the current leader of the series 
competes. Another tanovadon for 
tbe professionals is that a rider 
cm only count his 10 best results 
over the season. Thus, riders in 
teams who go to compete abroad 
wm not be unduly penalized for 
thhir occasional absence. 

The two competitions, first held 
last season, are an extension 
of the Pernod company’s 
Cootroental Super Prestige Pernod 
competition in which riders 
receive points at the season's 
classic road races. Eddy Merckx, 
of Belgium, has woo the trophy 
for the past eight years. Last 
season’s British equivalent for 
professionals was won by Sid 
Barras, of the Bantel team, aod 
the amateur trophy went to Phil 
Griffiths. 

Last season all of the amateur 
events were held on open roads. 
But the coming season’s last event 
will be the Crltfeium dea 
Vaanqueurs on September 26, 
which will be on a smaller closed 
circuit at Colchester Garrison. 
The British Cycling Federation 
have made a tentative approach to 
the organizers of the Tour de 
France asking whether there is 
any chance of a future Tour start¬ 
ing near London, probably on the 
east side, and having tbe first 
stage to Harwich from where the 
whole " caravan" could be 
trasupotzed to The Netherlands.

Barometer in Brazil may predict 
seasonal changes to come 


By Jolin Blunsden 

This morning, the five-miles- 
long Lnterlagos circuit in Sao Paulo 
will be reverberating to the sound 
of 22 racing engines as the first 
official practice for Sunday’s 
Brazilian Grand Frlx marks the 
beginning of the 1976 world cham¬ 
pionship motor raring season. . 

This vear's contest will be spread 
over 16 races and will not end 
until late October, when Japan 
holds irs first-ever world .cham¬ 
pionship race. Between- now and 
then the partem of. §rand pnx 
racing could develop in any of 
several directions, tor th e sport 
has come through something of a 
traumatic winter, as a result of 
which there are more than the 
usual number of imponderables 
revolving around familiar faces io 
unfamiliar cars, new faces in well- 
known machinery, the disappear¬ 
ance of some teams and the em¬ 
ergence of others. 

This is why Sunday’s race is 
being looked upon as something 
of a barometer ot the grand prix 
weather ahead, for a number of 
reputations are at .stake this year 
and the Brazilian race, can help 
to make or break them. . 

Ferrari, for example, who are 
fielding last year’s championship- 
winning 312Ts for tbe new title- 
holder, NUn Lauda, and his regu¬ 
lar team partner. Clay Regazzoni, 
have to prove that they can sus¬ 
tain their 1975 form under a new 
ream manager and against what 
must be the most determined 
counter-attack from the V -8 Ford- 
powered teams, and the challenge 
of three other 12 -cylinder engines 
(from Alfa Romeo, Matra and 
BRM). In die past, Ferrari have 
rarely had two good seasons in 
succession, although they lost oat 
only narrowly in 1974, did every-

thins expected of them lost year, 
and could wen be the team to 
beat again this year. 

All eyes in Brazil, however, will 
be- on Emerson Fittipaldi, whose 
dramatic switch from McLaren to 
Ms brother’s Copersucar-backed 
ream has made him even more of 
a folk hero In bis own country. 
The pressure is on him to do wdl 
before bfs home crowd as never 
before, but his task is a far from 
enviable one -with a car which is 
still, under-developed, even though 
it may wen come through strongly 
later in the season. Fittipaldi’s 
new team colleague is a young. 
Brazihaa, logo Hoffman, who will 
be 'driving last year’s not very 
competitive car. 

James Hunt has taken over the 
Fittipaldi seat lh the Marlboro 
McLaren team, alongside Jochen 
Mass, and they will be using im- . 
proved versions of the M23 car, ■ 
now fitted, wkfa an experimental 
six-speed gearbox. The Tyrrell 
team of Jody Scbeckter. and 
Patrick Depafller also have im¬ 
proved versions of their 1975 car, 
the 007 in Brazil, any appearance 
of a six-wheeled Tyrrell having 
been deferred until mid-season. 

Another centre of interest this 
week is the latest John Player 
Lotus, which will have its first 
race in the talented hands of 
Ronnie Peterson- and Mario 
Andretti and is file car which 
Colin Chapman is determined will 
take his Lotus team back into tbe 
world championship hum after two 
lean years. 

Tom Pryce and Jean-Pierre 
Jarinr will be baric again in the 
cockpits of their Shadows, another 
Ford-powered car which has under¬ 
gone development Improvements 
during the winter, but which dur¬ 


ing file same period has lost fixe 
sapwrt of im former UOP spon¬ 
sorship. The team's patron, Don 
Nichols, is still busy trying to 
secure replacement backing. 

An Ulsterman, John Watson, has 
his best chance yet to reach grand 
prix stardom as the new driver 
for the Penske team, and Jacky 
Ickx has file opportunity to make 
something of a grand prix come¬ 
back in Frank Williams’s re¬ 
organized team, who have taken 
over the former Hesketh 308C de¬ 
sign. Renzo Zorzi will drive the. 
team’s second car. 

. The March team are numerically 
the strongest in Brazil, with three 
type 76Is for Vittorio Braxnbilla, 
Leila Lombardi and Hans Stuck, 
and Ian Ashley has stepped in as 
driver of tbe S tagB e y TRM 201B, 
now with some much-needed addi¬ 
tional power from its 12 -cylinder 
engine. The Martini Brabham 
drivers, Carlos Reutemann and 
Carlos Pace, have also switched 
to 12 -cylinder power, and the pro¬ 
gress. of their Alfa Romeo- 
engined BT4Ss will be followed 
with considerable interest, for this 
has. been one of racing’s most- 
competitive teams with their 
Brabbam-Ford BT44s. 

Finally, there is the Matra- 
powered Ugler in the bands of a 
former March driver, Jacques 
Laffite, who has been achieving 
some promising times during 
private tests, and from .whom 
nothing less than a “ Concorde ” 
performance is expected by all of 
France. 

A slightly smaller than usual but 
generally high-quality Held has 
assembled in Brazil, therefore, for 
a grand, prix of more than usual 
interest and significance. But 
Ferrari are still favourites.

This proud 
declaration appears on a ban- 
ner scretahed across the road 
at ae entrance to the town of 
Cannae], on the real from Acre 
to Safari. It was pur there as a 
response to. the aoti-Ziorast 
resolution of the United 
Nations General Assembly. For 
“Ta®! -Jews,. Zionism is essen- 
tiaHy the affirmation of their 
rights as Jews, to Etc in their 
historical homeland. . . 

Across the road from Caramel 
is the. village ofDek Al-Asad.. 
Twenty years ago it was a pre¬ 
dominantly a^ooltursd com¬ 
munity. Today most of its in¬ 
habitants have industrial jobs, 
some in Caramel itself but most 
in Acre, Haifa or even farther 
afield. In most cases their 
standard of living, in material 
terms, is definitely higher than 
* ■"*» 20 y«rs ago. It is also 
hJSptt - , no doubt, than that' of 
their relatives living ha refugee 
camps in Lebanon. 

Ia a sense, therefore, the 
Israeli economy has brought 
them prosperity. But they are 
“P r grateful. They believe that 
. economy has pros¬ 
pered at their expense, *>ru-g 
has turned them from farmers 1 
working their own land into a 
Pool of relatively cheap and 
expendable industrial labour. 

The land on which Camiel is 
built belonged formerly to Deir 
AJ-Asad end two othef Arab 
villages.- It was origkcaHy set 
aside for a military reservation. 


then earmarked for the con¬ 
struction of a new ’ town, which 
is an-exclusively Jewish town, 
in which so Arab can Eve or 
set up a . business. What hap¬ 
pened in Nazareth is skoQar. 
Half the municipal area was 
confiscated in order, to build 
the new, Jewish,- town -of Naze- 
reth-IUic (Upper- Nazareth):- 
Meanwhile the population of the 
Arab town ‘ has increased 
rapidly, putting on acute pres¬ 
sure on. space. • 

“We don’t bare enough land 
to bury our dead,” I was told 
last month by Mr Tawfiq Ziad, 
the newly' elected com man is t 
mayor. “There"are more than 
a thousand newly wed couples 
with nd place to .Eve, and to 
rent a flat here costs more than 
in Tel Avir.” Meanwhile hun¬ 
dreds of flats are kept emptly 
in Upper Nazareth,' waiting for 
new -Jewish- immigrants. It is 

probably tills, fact as much as 
anything that explains Mr ZLid’s 
electoral victory. 

The Israeli authorities ore 
aware of this, and in the new. 
development plan for Galilee 
now being considered it is pro¬ 
posed to build two new urban 
townships for Arabs (one for 
Muslims and Christians, the 
other for JDruzes) as well as 
three for Jews. The name of 
■ the plan, has also been changed 
twice, from “Judaizaiion” to 
“redistribution of inhabitants" 
and now to “general develop¬ 
ment”. Officials emphasize 
that of the land involved only 
31 per cent at present belongs 
to Arab owners,, while 40 per 
cent already belongs to the 
government and 21.7 per cent 
(mainly in the Safad area)'Is 
Jewish-owned. 


Yet the motivation remains 
clear enough. “We have to 
bring Jews into Galilee,” I was 
told by Mr Reuvea Assor, 
spokesman of the Jewish 
Nanona 1 ~ nd. “because of the 
high /: . birthrate”. It has 

been pointed out in the press 
that there is already an Arab 
majority ia Galilee if the urban 
area of H ai fa is excluded, and 
- the fear has been voiced that 
:if a Palestinian state were set 
tip m the West Bank and the 
.Gaza Strip, the Arabs of Gali¬ 
lee might demand to join it. 

Mr Assor also told me that 
work was proceeding on the 
infrastructure for. five Jewish 
**industrial villages” at Tefen 
(in Arabic, Tofiniya), not far 
from Ma’alot on the Lebanese 
border. This site is situated on 
the bills directly above Deir 
Ai-Asad, and likewise includes 
lands confiscated from that 
village in the 1360s. I visited 
the site with two inhabitants of 
Deir AJ-Asad, who said they 
expected the development to 
involve further confiscations, 
although no orders have been 
published yet. 

The new development plan 
has already aroused strong 
Arab opposition. Last October 
a “national conference for the 
defence of Arab land ” was held 
in Nazareth, at which Mr 
Hanna Nakkara. a well-known 
Haifa lawyer, declared: “No 
matter what the plan is called, 
this does not change its essence, 
ie to deprive the Arabs of what¬ 
ever land they still possess.'* 

“We say we are not against 
development” I was told by 
another Arab lawyer in HaiFa, 
Mr Muhammad Mi’ari, “ but 


let us develop the Arab villages 
too ” He pointed put chat many 
villages still do not have basic 
services like electricity - or 
metalled roads, even when these 
are built in to new Jewish settle¬ 
ments only a few hundred yards 
away. 

Mr Mi’ari stressed that the 
Arabs have been the victims of 
successive waves of disposses¬ 
sion since 1948. There were 40 
villages, he said, whose lands- 
were banded over to the. cus¬ 
todian of absentee property 
after 1948, even though their 
inhabitants bad stayed in Israel 
The tend was then, given to the 
development' authorities at a 

nominal price of two Israeli 
pounds per dtmo/n. (There are 
four dunams to an acre.) Most 
of die “absentee* owners 
refused to accept this price and. 
10 years later the offer was in¬ 
creased to SO pounds, but by 
this time inflation had increased 
the land’s real value to .about a 
thousand. 

A second wave involved-ftp 
confiscation of all land which 
was not officially registered in 
riie name of its owner (a large, 
amount, since many owners bad 
not registered under the Otto¬ 
man and British governments 
in order to avoid paying tax). 
Also taken were lands which 
had not been cultivated for 
three years in succession (often 
because they hod been declared - 
a closed zone by the military 
governmentL and many com¬ 
mon lands of village*: *.-h.ich bad 
been registered oh tlieir behalf 
in the name of the High Com¬ 
missioner, and were conse- - 
quently held to have become 
the property of the State of 
IsraeL

More recently, a law of 1972 
(applied only in 1974-75) re¬ 
classified, all argricultural land 
falling within the building area 
of a village as buQding land- 
even where lack of roads, elec¬ 
tricity or water supply makes 
building virtually impossible— 
thereby both arbitrarily increas¬ 
ing its value and inalriTip, it 
taxable & 4} per cent instead 
of 14, so that the tax may now 
come to many times the value 
of the land’s products.. “We 
i-hfnlr this is done deliberately 
to oblige Arabs to sell”, Mr 
MPari said. “ They say it applies 

to Jewish settlements a s well, 
but they are not owners, -only 
tenants (either of the State dr 
of the Jewish National Fund), 
and therefore don’t pay tins tax 
at all* 

The exact rights and wrongs 
of each of these disputes are 
not always easy to determine. 
Rut the collective impression 
left on the Arabs is that they 
have been repeatedly robbed, 
by a mixture of military force 
and legal chicanery. Whatever 
right to bis land an Arab be¬ 
lieves he has almost invariably- 
turns out not to be valid when 
it is contested by the Israeli 
Government or one of its offi¬ 
cial .agencies in an Israeli court. 
Land which he knows has been 
cultivated for many years is 
declared to be uncultivable, and 
aerial photographs are .inter¬ 
preted by official experts to 
prove that at this or that date 
it was-not cultivated.

As 'Fnmglais, the linguistic off¬ 
spring of the entente cor diale, 
is faring a bleak future in the 
wake of President Giscard 
d’Estaiag’s derision, to purge it 
from, the language of Racine, it 
is reassuring to know that in 
eastern Europe at least, 
English has not lost its cur¬ 
rency. 

On the contrary, it is still 
tiie main source of new words 
and new notions and its status 
is second to noue. But this 
very fact is now giving rise to 
some political considerations 
on the part of the authorities. 

Hungarian state-owned firms 
are sensitive about cheir 
“image”, wish to engender 
“good will”, employ “public 
relations ” men to invent 
clever “slogans” and do their 
“marketing”. 

Engineers offer “full ser¬ 
vice” and “foilow-up” opera¬ 
tions, businessmen use “direct 
mail ”, factories clamour for 
“know-how” and “teenagers” 
wear “farmer” trousers and 
listen to “pojwnusic”, pro¬ 
vided they are conscious of 
their “sex-appeal”. 

The list of English loan-' 
words is long and they are 
being used' automatically and, 
*n some instances, in pre¬ 
ference to perfectly expressive 
Hungarian words. The political 
content of some of these loan¬ 
words and the significance of 
their use iu a communist state 
have alerted the guardians of 
pure proletarian speech to the 
dangers inherent in this lin¬ 
guistic development 

Recently, the Hungarian 
Chamber of Commerce has 
decided to Hungarizc the 10 
most frequently used English 
words in the country’s adver¬ 
tising industry. There were, for 
instance, 35 suggestions how to 
Hunsarire “ marketing ”, but 
the judges of tiie competition, 
who described themselves as 
“rsuriIjuryl, awarded the 
first priae for a poor caique. 

The English inv.isitin lias 
uLo raised the liacldcs of 
Political journal Lis and 
nationalist defenders of Hung¬ 
ary's unique Finna-Dorian to.*- 
giie. The use of English words 
in everyday speech, a commen¬ 
tator of the Budapest daily 
.'i.’c.CKor AYmref complained 
earlier this month, lias become 


a kind of “status symbol” for 
“ better-class ” people. 

One captain of a nationalized 
industry, for instance, has in¬ 
vited bis friends to a “party ” 
at his lake-side cottage. It was 
a typically. Hungarian affair 
with open-air frying of speck 
and copious drinking- of wine 
and quite unlike west Euro¬ 
pean “parties". Why then the 
printed invitation to “ a 
party ”, tire newspaper asked, 
why this aping of western fash¬ 
ions ? 

“The penetration of ‘west¬ 
ern fads’ into the life-style of 
certain layers of our society is 
not a new phenomenon, it does 
not have political significance 
attaching its every manifesta¬ 
tion, but at the same time it 
cannot be dismissed with a 
wave of the hand because it 
now affects not only the 
country’s youth-. ...” 

The middle-aged, ** once 
thought to be more settled in 
thetr ways” use English words 
and western ways for status 
reasons, and tie newspaper 
finds tills unacceptable. 

Farther to the east, the Rus¬ 
sians have acquired new, sub¬ 
stantial funds of English loan¬ 
words as then: language tries 
to keep up with the times. 
After the sporting terms and 
scientific expressions, Russian 
has assimilated a host of words 
reflec ting the-concerns end in¬ 
terests of the western world. 
New Words . and Aleanings, 
published by ‘ the publishing 
house Soviet Encyclopaedia, 
lists . “ miniskyort ”, " heppen- 
ings” “seks” “sefcs-bomba ”, 
“dzhms”, “kar” and “ sort¬ 
ing" as newly acquired Rus¬ 
sian words. ■ 

The Russians, too, now have 
" isteblishment ”, “ hobfaj " and 
“permissiv sosayeti”, but at 
least they can listen to 
“drhaz” and “pop-murika ” ro 
get rid of their “ fnmratsiya ", 
if they have no better "bia- 
nci* ”,

The new socialist party which 
has emerged from the uneasy 
cradle of Scr*rtin »7 politics is 
ironically a joy and a dilemma 
for nationalists but an enfant 
terrible to the orthodox British 
Labour Party. That old and 
august movement has done all 
it decently can to stifle the 
infant before it could utter its 
first complaining howl). But too 
late, the accusations have 
begun to pnur: “ Scottish 
socialism has been debauched 
by wave upon wave of Wil¬ 
sonian pragmatism ” was an 
early gurgling cry and every 
attempt to placate the babe 
has made it more confidently 
belligerent. 

The attendance at the birth¬ 
day party, even though guests 
were not -wholeheartedly 
encouraged, was large and 
enthusiastic; rhreo times more 
than the parents anticipated. 
The independent Scottish 
Labour Party is for the 
moment an infant of bouncing 
and, where the British Labour 
Party is concerned, rude 
health. 

Unofficial reaction from the 
official party ranges from 
annoyance to real concern. The 
new threat which the SLP pre¬ 
sents is irotimeily. It arrives 
when the official party in Scot¬ 
land is debilitated by Jack of 
funds, lack of fervour in the 
constituencies and when the 
fashionable air is one of disil¬ 
lusionment with the Govern¬ 
ment’s Scottish policies. The 
White Paper on devolution has 
generally been El received in 
Scotland, even by those sus¬ 
pected of reading and digest¬ 
ing it from cover to cover. 

The Government complain 
they have been grossly misun¬ 
derstood and misrepresented 
and insist that above aH things 
l ! re unity of tiie Unired King- 
d-m must be preserved intact. 
The anti-devolution lobby 
within tiie party points to the 
enormous curt of setting up a 
Scottish assembly and from aJI 
points on the now renowned 
slippery slope come cries from 
ihuse who tear sliding down 
acd cnmnlainrs from those hav¬ 
ing difficulty climbing up.

The alternative hope is that 
socialists - who have drifted 
reluctantly into tiie nationalist 
fold will vote instead for the 
SLP. This appears to be the 
conviction of the SLP leaders, 
who see the traditional Labour 
melting away. 

Many na ti onalists now 
believe the only developments 
which could inhibit the growth 
of their own party and for that 
matter the new wing of Scot¬ 
tish socialism are a sudden im¬ 
prove meat in the economy or 
the appearance of a Scottish 
assembly with strong economic 
power. Neither they feel is lik¬ 
ely. Meanwhile, Scottish poli¬ 
tics lie In uncertain confusion 
and the devolution argument, 
so essential to the future of 
Britain promises to smoulder 
on like some fitint but eternal 
flame.

injurious to this • country's 
relations with other nations”. 

Those rules should not be. too 
difficult to enforce so long as 
there is an Official Secrets Act or 
something like it. It is the third 
rule that presents the problem: 
“ he must refrain from publishing 
information destructive of the 
confidential ' relationships on 
which our system of government 
is based”. The safeguard is 
necessary but it is not easy to 
interpret. What precisely would 
destroy this necessary confid¬ 
ence ? The report offers some 
guidance to the effect that the 
opinions of colleagues and 
advisers on government business 
should not be revealed and that 
an ex-minister should not make 
public assessments of those who 
have served him—which is 
perfectly reasonable so long as 
that includes only civil servants 
and not politicians. 

Provided that nothing is 
revealed of the. advice given by 
individuals still in the public 
service, this rule governing con¬ 
fidential relationships should 
apply, the report, recommends. 


have been asked to spend no 
more next year than this in real 
terms and substantial cuts in 
public expenditure are being 
contemplated, this seems a very 
large sum indeed. 

According to the latest figures 
there are 95,000 overseas students 
in Britain, of which 42,000 are no 
burden on national finances 
1 because they are studying in 
private colleges or in industry or 
are of positive benefit because 
they are student nurses. 

So the EllOm subsidy for the 
remaining 53,000 works out at 
the impressive figure of £ 2,000 a 
head. At present overseas 
students pay fees of £320 and 
even next year their fees are 
unlikely to rise much above £400. 
-Even if their fees were doubled, 
they would still be receiving a 
very generous subsidy. Although 
it would probably be unaccept¬ 
able to charge foreign students 
the- full cost of their education, 
there . is a strong case for 
charging more than, we, do. 
Higher education in Britain is of 
excellent quality and compared 
with the United States very 
cheap, particularly because of 
the sinking pound. 

Policy towards overseas 
students should be reconstructed 
on more rational foundations. 
There are three broad groups 
of such students. First, there are 
students from very poor countries 
whose education can be regarded 
as a form of aid. For them a high 
degree of subsidy remains justi¬ 
fied. Secondly, there are students 
who are paid by their Govern¬ 
ments to receive an advanced 
education in Britain. In these 
cases universities and colleges 
should try to shed any inhibitions 
and adopt an economically' 
realistic approach. If nothing 
else, such bi-lateral agreements 
can provide a welcome addition 
to university funds in a time of 
enforced austerity. Thirdly, 
individual foreign students, who 
should certainly not be dis¬ 
couraged, should be expected to 
pay a larger share of the true 
cost of the education they 
receive. Any sensible policy on 
overseas students should be able 
to discriminate between these 
groups so that the subsidy goes 
to those who need it most. The 
present policy by treating all 
foreign students alike fails to do 
this. 


for only fifteen years. But it 
could not be enforced at law. 
The law as it stands would be 
ineffective for that purpose and 
the committee wisely shy away 
from new legislation. Everything 
would therefore depend on the 
sense of obligation felt by former 
ministers. The committee do not 
delude themselves that this will 
be adequate in every case, but 
they believe that an occasional 
breach would not destroy the 
convention. 

Those who have no great faith 
in politicians will regard this as 
an inadequate safeguard. But 
they may well be wrong. The 
Prime Minister in accepting the 
report has confirmed that 
ministers will in future be 
invited to sign an appropriate 
declaration so that a transgressor 
would be known to be breaking 
an official obligation he had 
undertaken—not a small con¬ 
sideration for men jealous of 
their reputation. In any case, 
such a voluntary arrangement is 
better than bringing in the heavy 
hand of the law, which would 
not be the best way of deter¬ 
mining the wider questions of 
public interest that may often 
be involved.

Secrecy envelops defence matters 
and this extends to the “opera¬ 
tional area ”, so that .so far as 
the South African public is con¬ 
cerned, its government is fight¬ 
ing not an anti-terrorist cam¬ 
paign bur a secret war. The scale 
of the involvement can only be 
guessed from the extension of 
conscript service and the call 
np of reservists. But nobody 
knows how many South Africans 
are fighting in the operational 
area, that is, fighting Russian- 
equioped Cubans in alliance with 
a black (Unita) army. 

The South African regular 
army is only about 16,000 2 nd 
the conscripts number about 
30,000 voung men—their youth 
is attested by those who are 
being paraded round Africa as 
the MPLA’s prisoners of war 
(whether in conformity with the 
Geneva convention is another 
matter}. For the first tiroe South 
African families are hearing of 
their sons serving, not as. volun¬ 
teers, outside the country. 
Rumour feeds on Government 
silence, . 

Air Vorster has therefore two 
decisions to make. The most 


important is whether he is to 
keep the army in Angola, and 
necessarily at a strength which 
wall enable it to repulse the 
Cubans. The MPLA’s allegation 
that 20,000 South_ Africans are 
involved is an obvious exaggera¬ 
tion, probably made to justify 
the growing Cuban army. But 
is it 2,000 or 5,000 or even 
more? The second decision Mr 
Vorster has to make is how far 
he is to tell his electorate, and 
therefore the world, how many 
are at the front, how long they 
will be there, and what their 
objectives are. 

Clandestine colonial wars 
fought with conscripts are apt to 
go badly and produce political 
upheavals in countries equipped 
with parliaments. The white 
South African electorate has 
means to demand to know the 
policy, and Mr Vorster cannot 
remain enigmatic indefinitely. 
For if the army stays in Angola 
casualties and costs will mount, 
and the question in the Republic 
wall be not whether Angola is 
Russia’s, or America’s Vietnam, 
but whether it is to be South 
Africa’s Vietnam.

The criticism of Christian Aid over relief project 


From Sir George Sinclair, Conser¬ 
vative MP for Dorking 
Sir, I write as a former member 
of the Colonial Service and as a 
member of the board of Christian 
Aid, to express my strong confi¬ 
dence in the strategy and efficiency 
of the agency. 

I was recently chairman of its aid 
advisory committee Iv.-bdcb inclu¬ 
ded outside expert help) set up to 
examine tie history, development 
aid present practice of Christian 
Aid and to make recommendations 
for the future. Our recommenda¬ 
tions, which were accepted by the 
board last June, included a ha sic 
aim. to concentrate our resources 
primarily on those_ countries with 
per capita annual incomes of less 
than $200. It is interesting that this 
decision preceded by several months, 
die White Paper which made help 
to such countries a major objective 
of the government’s aid policy. 

I do not accept the suggestion 
■that Christian Aid is under "the con¬ 
trol of amateur ecclesiastics who dn 
not call upon the expertise essential 
for the work of development in the 
Third World today. On tiie contrary, 
my impression is that Christian Aid, 
while gaining immensely from the 
store of knowledge aid experience 
built up by the missionary societies, 
is possessed of, and is in close touch 
with some of the best thinking about 
aid and development today and 
works in close collaboration with 
other experienced aid agencies both 
national and international. 

Christian Aid has earned a high 
reputation in die developing coun¬ 
tries for sensitivity to local needs 
and for effective aid programmes. I 
am confident that it will continue, 
by its work, to retain the wide¬ 
spread support in Britain that is 
enabling it to plav an increasingly 
useful role in helping those coun¬ 
tries that are described as “ the 
poorest of the poor

From the Director of Christian Aid 
Sir, Normally I would be reluctant 
to weary your readers with further 
distasteful controversy, but the 
reputation of Christian Aid matters 
not chiefly to us in the British Isles 
but to the many overseas whom we 
can help. 

In the light of the letters from 
Mr David Smithers and his friend, 
the Rev Robin Hurt; in your issue 
of January 22,1 would just ask your 
readers to reflect on one question. 
Suppose an independent inquiry 
were held into the transmission of ‘a 
grant to Lazaret Camp two years 
ago, what—even according to Mr 
Smith ers—would be the worst that 
could be revealed ? It would be that 
we swiftly made a grant and cabled 
the fact that we had done so to the 
Bishop of Niger. The bishop was the 
person nominated for this by Mr 
Smithers, despite the presence of 
professional Red Cross organizers 
there. The dispatch of the grant was 
delayed, but the bishop never cabled 
back to say so. If that were dis¬ 
covered it would mean thar out of 
some 450 grants made annually by 


Christian Aid across many years 
one was delayed by administrative 
error WO years ago. That is the 
worst, and no other example of such 
failure has been advanced even by 
a stern critic. 

Compare this—even if it pre¬ 
vented some, alas, small alleviation 
of the sufferings of that camp—with 

the fact that for a year there has 

been an immense diversion of time, 
energy and creative thoughC (which 
could have been used to advance 
our work for the world’s needy) in 
order ro cope with Mr Smith ers*s 
unceasing attacks. On my desk lie 
files inches deep. 

Your readers may also care to 
reflect on another fact. Other chari¬ 
ties have made unhappy headlines 
in recent years. They have revealed 
divided staff, conflict between staff 
and board members and strife in 
the board room. Is it not striking 
that the board of Christian Aid is 
wholly united, and I do not know 
of any member of our not incon¬ 
siderable staff who offers any sup¬ 
port whatever to Mr Smithers ? 

There is, of course, a body to 
which all agencies like ourselves are 
responsible; the Charity Commis¬ 
sion. Should the Commissioners feel 
the evidence warrants an inquiry, 
we should do all in our power to 
facilitate it. 

One further point. Mr Smithers 
says that Tbaba Khuba was the name 
of the project in Lesotho to which 
he referred in his broadcast. His 
report on his visit there lay before 
me as I wrote to you. It is a small 
agricultural college. There is no 
evidence that cattle-breeding forms 
any part of it. The total bovine capi¬ 
tal expenditure was two heifers. It 
would seem difficult to run such 
an institution in Lesotho without 
such minimal provision. True, there 
is an animal husbandry officer 
there, but he primarily teaches the 
breeding of rabbits and poultry.

Slack, Director of Christian Aid, in 
The Times today (January 21) as 
former Senior Projects Officer of 
Christian Aid and the staff member 
who accompanied Mr Smithers on 
his second visit to Camp Lazaret 
(when we discovered the non-arrival 
of the emergency grant) I wish to 
moke it clear that I substantiate 
Mr Smithers’s testimony concerning 
conditions at the camp. I certainly 
wept—as any other woman would 
have done when I saw conditions in 
the camp—though perhaps not so 
copiously as suggested in your 
report on Monday. 

The staff member to whom Dr 
Slack referred must have been with 
Mr Smithers on his first visit two 
months before, when the need for 
food and succour for the destitute 
nomads was first discovered—and 
before the emergency grant was 
mode. 

I also wish to state that- Mr 
Smithers, then a Deputy Director of 


Christian Aid, wa-s so appalled by 
tne Lazaret tragedy and what he 
believed was the inadequate explana¬ 
tion for the delayed despatch of the 
money that, in early February 1974, 
he offered his resignation to the 
Director. 

When Mr Smithers resigned I re- 
quested the Director to reconsider 
his acceptance of that resignation 
since I knew Mr Smith ers’s expertise 
was vital in building up Christian 
Aid’s programme in the Sahel, an 
area in which Christian Aid had 
previously not been involved. As a 
result Mr Smithers did withdraw bis 
resignation but left at the end of 
1974. I continued to work for 
Christian Aid as Africa Projects 
Officer and subsequently resigned 
in July, 1975,

Sir, The nub of the matters raised 
by David Smithers and pursued as 
I know only too well over nvo loos 
years is whether aa independent 
inquiry was needed into Christian 
Aid’s affairs arising from die mis¬ 
take which iindoubtedlv was made 
by a member of the finance office 
on one occasion. It was a tragic tn ; s- 
take carrying no suggestion of idle¬ 
ness or' casualness but hardly 
responsible for the consequences 
David Smith srs so eloquently 
attributed. 

As Director. I was not at oil 
averse to such an inquiry, though 
it seems to me a vast and ponderous 
operation ibr what was a simple 
matter on which corrective action 
could be and was taken within die 
administration. But David Smithers’s 
requirement was for a court before 
which he would be free to expand 
a general and destructive attack on 
many of Iks colleagues. His rela¬ 
tions with them had so far deteri¬ 
orated that undoubtedly they would 
have sought to be represented fay 
legal advisers to protect them from 
the kind of assaults on their own 
character and performance they al¬ 
ready had experienced. I have found 
it bard to believe tiiat the great cost 
of time and money involved would 
be a proper use of our limited re¬ 
sources and would do anything more 
than magnify personal resentments. 

Instead. I asked the officers of 
the British Council of Churches to 
make any investigations, they wanted 
into the facts and also pursued the 
setting up of new machinery draw- 
ing in a wider circle of expertise 
to assure us all that our develop¬ 
ment policies received even closer 
scrutiny than they had done before. 
Before I retired from the Director¬ 
ship, this machinery was approved 
and ready to go into action. 

I think I can say that no com¬ 
plaint of our work has been more 
thoroughly examined by officers of 
the British Council of Churches out¬ 
side the Board of Christian Aid.

No doubt 
the same’was said of coal and timber 
long before oil was discovered. If 
there were known to be limitless sup¬ 
plies of these resources what incen¬ 
tive would there be for man to use 
bis ingenuity to discover or invent 
others ? . . 

If Concorde is considered to be 
“ nothing more than a splendid spec¬ 


tacle and a dreadful warning ” we 
must not forget that the same was 
said of the heaps and layers of horse 
dung which buried the streets of our 
towns and cities not so very many 
years ago and were snspecte’d to be 
a serious threat to the survival of 
the human race. 

Those of us who still find it pos¬ 
sible to have faith in man, or even 
better in God. must, for the very 
reasons you criticize, surely see tbe 
success of Concorde as a landmark 
providing tbe opportunity for a 
further leap forward in many fields 
of technology. Our responsibility is 
to ensure that the oppommity is 
grasped and properly directed. 
Maybe the Bishop of Kingston would 
be well advised to view the develop¬ 
ment in this light, since it surely 
embodies a superb theme for many 
a sermon, rather than joining the 
band of short-sighted people who are 
prepared to knock this country when¬ 
ever they get the chance and who 
fail to see the wood of opportunity 
for die trees of despondency. 

I am not one wbo believes thai rhe 
world can never provide sufficient 
resources for those living in it, but 
if we spend all our time bemoaning 
the prospect that will surely be the 
case.

But 
they would like to have the genuine 
friendship of the people of Argen¬ 
tina and thev are grateful for the 
recent help they have received from 
that country? in particular the estab¬ 
lishment of a temporary air service 
pending the construction by Britain 


of a permanent (although not en¬ 
tirely adequate) airfield. 

The recent and abrupt departure 
of the Argentine Government from 
a policy of friendship is regrettable. 
Cooperation, as Mr Callaghan has 
pointed out. could bring real econo¬ 
mic benefits to the Islanders and 
indeed to Britain and the Argentine. 
It is the wise and dignified way for¬ 
ward.. 

Meanwhile recent events have 
underlined the need for tbe exten¬ 
sion of the airfield now under con¬ 
struction. This would enable trans¬ 
oceanic aircraft to be used and 
would give tbe islands a measure 
of independence in their communi¬ 
cations with tbe rest of the world.

Tenant farms 

From Lord Jeffreys 
Sir, In the arguments for and 
against the proposed legislation to 
provide for the succession ro agri¬ 
cultural tenancies by near relatives, 
no one seems to have mentioned one 
aspect which I feel that tenant 
farmers and tbe NFU would do 
well ro consider very carefully, 

I refer to the valuation of tenant 
right for capital transfer tax pur¬ 
poses. Tenant right has nothing to 
do with tenants’ working capital, 
bui is a notional asset which may 
be resized by tbe tenant by agree¬ 
ing with hss landlord a price to be 
paid to him for tbe surrender of 
his tenancy. It is notional because it 
win vary from farm to farm accord¬ 
ing to the circumstances and needs 
of both tbe landlord and the tenant. 
In the majority of esses it is never 


realized and at present lapses with 
the death of the tenant. But it is 
there in every case and its value 
can be considerable, sometimes as 
high as 15 years’ rent which, at 
£20 per acre, gives a valuation of 
£300 per acre. 

If tills asset is to be assessed for 
capital transfer tax at death, it 
would bear very hard oq the majo¬ 
rity of tenant farmers, whose only 
tangible assets are frequently their 
livestock, machinery and harvested 
crops, from which they are finding 
it hard enougb to make a profit, 
anyway. If it is not to be assessed, 
let us all find ways and means of 
becoming tenant farmers.

Seychelles: end of 
British connexion 

From the Prime Minister of 
Seychelles 

Sir, Today at Marlborough House, 
agreement was reached over the 
constitution that will take Seychelles 
to independence on June 2S, 19/ b, 
and to its birth cs 3 republic. 

To some observers this has been 
a drastic move and one which ^uas 
been questioned, sadly, by iuOfc 
only aware of tbe happy image ot 
the Seychelles and unaware t>£ the 
political history of tbe islands during 
rhe past 12 years. I, for example, 
won nvo elections during that time 
on the basis of integration with 
the United Kingdom. (There was 
precedent of this, if not British: 
Reunion in our own ocean is pan 
French.) My idea for closer J.uks 
received no encouragement from 
any British Government. It became 
quite evident to me that from the 
moment Britain derided to pursue 
her policy of withdrawing from h«jr 
East of Suez obligation,.Seychelles 
would need ro face political reality 
and go for independence. 

Every day we have witnessed 
clear cut examples of a Britain com¬ 
mitted to Europe and bent on 
ridding herself of colonial respons¬ 
ibilities. 

I should stress that tbe decision 
to become a republic was promoted 
by local political considerations and 
I am confident that our decision m 
seek this status will in no way be 
seen as a lessening of our friend¬ 
ship. respect and admiration for 
the British Crown and Her Majesty’s 
people.

Jack for the last time on Seychelles 
soil: but at the same time one must 
respect the decision of g British 
Government policy thar by the very 
nature of Parliament, carries wiih 
it the consent of the majority of 
people in these British islands. In 
my own islands there will be little 
time to reflect on days gone by or 
what might have been; there is much 
to do to meet the demands nf Inde¬ 
pendence and the aspirations of our 
people. 

My colleagues and I in the 
Seychelles government r.re dc-tc-i- 
mined that this future will be fiPed 
with enthusiasm and positive- 
miudedness. 

In saying farewell to our British 
ties, 1 would like to thank t:.c 
United Kingdom. I am remiedsd 
that there are some who believe tint 
Britain for a long time neglected us 
or had not done enough. To these, 
I can onlv say that successive cov- 
cmxnents have apparently done what 
they considered just—and no c:"'n- 
dent relative can hope for anything 
more than justice. 

Finally, I would like to wiih the 
British people the best praible 
fortune for their future and, ii I 
may be so presumprious. to ask 
them not to let go the qualities 
that have made Britain great.

Neurobiology: Development of sexuality 


The sex hormones not only 
stimulate scsuol behaviour alter 
puberty : they are essential in lay. 
mg the foundations for teat be¬ 
haviour during embryonic 
development. For example, female 
guinea pigs treated before birth 
with male hormones display male 
sexual behaviour when they 
mature ; and males treated with 
female hormones display female 
sexual behaviour. It seems that the 
brain's sexual circuitry is decided 
by hormones early in the animal’s 
life, although it is activated only 
by tec much higher levels of hor¬ 
mones produced once ihe animal 
is scxoally mature. Biochemical 
research nn the brain is begin¬ 
ning to show where the hormones 
act and how the brain cells 
distinguish male from female hor¬ 
mones. 

As wen as determining primitive 
sexual differences, such as the 
different movement patterns in¬ 
volved In copulation. early 
h orm one concentrations almost 
certainly fix more subtle dif¬ 
ferences, such as tee tendency to 
aggression in males and possible 
even the different intellectual 
biases of human males and 
remales. 

The particular question of bow 
hormones act on brain cells is only 
one aspect of a more general 
question which is attracting in¬ 
creasing interest in biology. That 
is the question of how chemical 
signals snch as hormones, which 
are used for communication 
between adult body cells, may be 


used to i-isuc instructions I'* 
embryonic ceils mi how lo de¬ 
velop. It Is suspected that suva.-r.il 
chemicals that have known 
messenger functions in fully de¬ 
veloped animals may early play a 
pan in controlling embryonic 

development. 

Cells are sensitive rn hormones 
and other chemical messengers 
only if they possess on their 
surfaces molecules known as 
receptors, which pick up the 
messenger and convey its message 
to tec internal machinery of the 
cell. Those receptors are what two 
groups of biologists have now 
sought out in tec developing 
brains of mice jnd chicks. 

The eventual aim of the experi¬ 
ments is tn discover how the 
Vtonnopcs can change the wav 
the growing brain colls arc wired 
up so that moles have mule be¬ 
haviour patterns and females have 
female behaviour patterns. A 
crucial first step is to idi-ntify the 
brain ceils that have hormone rc- 
ceptore, and that is what Dr 
Christine Martinez-Vargas and her 
colleagues at the University of 
North Carolina have now done for 
the chick, and Dr Thomas Fox at 
tiie Harvard Medical School has 
done in the mouse. 

The North Carolina researchers 
injected a nidioactively labelled 
preparation of the female hor¬ 
mone oestrogen into the brains 
of a 10 -day old chick. Embryos 
of that age are known to be sen¬ 
sitive to tee effects of hormones, 
and Dr Martinez-Vargas and her 


c«»ll.\igu«*s were able to identify 
tiie region of tec brain teat fs 
ai’ivcrutl hv examining it for radio¬ 
active label. The label becomes 
attached to the hrain cells by 
means of their oestrogen receptors, 
and >howcU that in chicks those 
rcceptnrs are to be Found chiefly 
in a region known as tee hypo¬ 
thalamus, which is known to be 
involved lit s-.wuai behaviour and 
the control of hormone secretion 
in lire.

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Tissue-matching study 
by transplant group

Careful matching - of kidney 
and recipient is one factor that 
determines the' success of 
fa’dney transplantation 'opera¬ 
tions and its importance has 
been shown convinringiy in'the 
latest report from the London 
Transplant Group,. ' which 
appears in Lancet this. Week. 

That - consortiaim of "Jttm'dTon" 
hospitals was formed in 1969 to 
cooperate in kidney .'transplan¬ 
tation. Prom the start ‘it sec 
out' to discover how necessary 
it was to attempt a . closer match 
between the kjdney and the 
patient receiving it. The report 
is based on the- results -of 502 
operations followed for- up to 
six years. 

Patients -with kidney failure 
are kept ‘alive . by ' regular 
dialysis while watting for a 
transplant operarioui .and in 
each case the 'HLA tissue 
antigens have-been determined. 
They are markers similar to the 
more familiar blood grasps’ and 
'each individual may have one 
of several hundred tftmbma- - 
tions of HLA antigens. 

When a kidney‘becomes avail¬ 
able from a patient dead or 
dying in hospital, again the 
tissue antigens may be deter¬ 
mined. It is then relatively 
simple to find. whether ' gny 
patients on the waiting list have 
similar antigens to those of the' 
kidney donor. - 

Ideally, the donor kidney ..and 
the recipient should have four . 
antigens in common. Three out 
of four is still a good match; 
but poorer results may ‘ be 
expected when the score is two 


or fewer. In practice the 
London group found that a 
match of four antigens could be 
achieved, in-only-16 per- cent of 
cases, but a further 37 per cent 
had three-antigens in common. 
That group was further divided 

- into, subgroups 3a and 3b, 
depending on which antigens 
were shared!. . 

—As expected,' better, matched . 
-patients,.'grades-four and 3a, 
did .get the best results: In 60 
per cent of cases their ladneys 

were abH functioning 18 months 

after' .the operation, compared. 
with fewer than 40 per cent of 
the.- patients given poorly 
•matched Sidneys- . 

Differences, were. even more 

- marked in patients who had had 
a previous,kidney operation and 
had ‘"developed- some resistance 
to fraifisplantalion. Tn such cir¬ 
cumstances,.-. the report says, 
matcfuBg lis • vital. 

By no means all transplant 
surgeons have 1 been convinced, 
that‘matching of tissue'types is 
of ‘-great practical importance. 
The quoted results should con¬ 
vince the doubters, the London 
Transplant Group maintains. 

It adds tbar do better option 
is open at present to. reduce 
the likelihood of rejection and 
to achieve the best results for 
the patient. 

There is a practical corollary: 
if .many more donor kidneys 
were made available from 
patients dying in hospinal, sur¬ 
geons would be able to be more 
selective and attempt transplan¬ 
tation only when there was a 
really good match between the 
kidney- and the patient. 


New figures 
evidence of 
population 
decrease

Figures released yesterday by 
the Office of Population Cen¬ 
suses'and Surveys provide fur¬ 
ther evidence that the popula¬ 
tion, of England and Wales is 
decreasing. 

Returns for binhs and deaths 
jn 1975 show 602,126 births and 
579,773 deaths, giving an. in¬ 
crease of 22.353. In recent 
years, however, there has been 
a steady annual trend of 40,000 
to 50,000 more people emigrat¬ 
ing from England and Wales 
than have entered as immi¬ 
grants. 

The figures for emigration 
in 1975 will not be available for 
some months but, unless. the 
trend is reversed, the overall 
result will be a loss of popu¬ 
lation. 

Tbe number of live births 
registered has been dropping 
since 1964, but apart from some 
peaks the number of deaths has 
staved static. 

The drop in births is thought 
to have been caused by a reduc¬ 
tion in the size of planned fami¬ 
lies, greater use of contracep¬ 
tion and the economic situa¬ 
tion. 

The OPCS has been saying 
for some time that tbe popula¬ 
tion size is very fluid because 
the gap between an increase 
and a decrease is very close. 
Tbe true size of the population 
will not be clearly known until 
the next census in 1981.

Seychelles independence set for June 28

One of .Britain's. most attrac¬ 
tive remaining colonies, the 92 : . 
Seychelles Islands in- the Indian 
Ocean, will become a fuUy ipde¬ 
pendent republic within the 
Commonwealth at midnight on 
June 28. 

Yesterday morning the final 
agreement was signed by Mr ; 
Edward Rowlands, Under-Secre- ’ 
t 2 ry of State at the Foreign and 
Commonwealth Office, and the 
leaders of the two main political 
parties—Mr James ■ Mancbam, 
who will be President with full- 
executive powers, and Kir 
Albert Rene, the future Prime. 
Minister. They are partners in 
the present coalition govern¬ 
ment 

Even the delicate matter of 
the return of the three islands 
of Alda bra, Desroches- and 


Farqobar, excised from the 
Seychelles in 1965, posed no 
-major difficulties. 

Along with Diego ' Garda, 
they were the .subject of a 
defence agreement between Bri¬ 
tain and the United States, but 
. have not been used. Mr Row¬ 
lands said that the Americans 
had agreed in principle to their 
return. Seychelles sovereignty 
over the islands, was not in 
question and tripartite talks 
would take place soon. 

Mr Mancnam did not think 
.that Aldabra’s unique fauna 
would be damaged by the add*-, 
tien of hote7s or an airstrip to 
tbe 26-mile long island, at pres¬ 
ent leased to the Royal.Sodety. 
Mr Ren4 said the three islands 
.accounted for a third of the 
Seychelles surface area, and 
would double the economic ter¬ 


ritory if the Law of the Sea 
conference agreed on a 206-mile 
economic zone. Superpowers 
need not bother to apply for 
bases, Mr Mancbam said. 

The President will be elected 
by popular vote at the same 
time as elections (next due in 
1979) to tbe National Assem¬ 
bly. There will be 25 members, 
eight elected from the existing 
constituencies, the rest by pro¬ 
portional representation from 
party lists. From them the 
President will appoint tbe Prime 
Minister and 10 ministers. The 
Independence constitution will 
be the supreme law. 

Britain will provide capital 
aid of £10m over tbe first two 
years, tied to projects; and four 
years of budgetary guarantees 
totalling £L7m. 


Under Mr Prentice’s regime, the Govem-

In querying 
the adequacy of the proposed provision 
for higher education in 1SS1, the gravity 
of Britain's economic crisis and the para¬ 
mount need to cure inflation is appre¬ 
ciated. Nevertheless, education is a long 
term investment: both in terms of the 
development of the lives of individuals, 
and in terms of the economic ability of a 
nation with limited natural resources 
to prosper through the industry, ingenuity 
anti enterprise of its people. 

The population of 18-year-olds is going 
to increase by 31 per cent over the next 
eight years. Thus, about two-thirds of the 
new places will be taken up by this popu¬ 
lation growth, leaving only one-third, 
about 52,060 places, to accommodate an 
increase in student numbers arising from 
all other causes. This figure anticipates 
tbe proportion of the 1S+ age group 
| entering higher education will increase 
j from 14 per cent to 17 per cent"; scarcely 
a spectacular advance. 

Throughout this century there has been 
a continuing tendency, which has reached 
a much higher level io some developed 
countries than in Britain, for the pro¬ 
portion of yonng people entering higher 
education to increase. Superimposed on 
this general social trend is a special situa¬ 
tion in Britain, which may be expected 
to increase the number of school 
leavers entering higher education. The 
effects consequent upon tine raising of the 
school leaving age are difficult to esti¬ 
mate both as to their extent and as ro 
the timing of their full realization. It is 
more likely to enhance numbers than 
-other education reforms because it 
reduces the years between school and the 
higher education institution. This develop^ 
menr allows time for a maturing or 
judgment in respect of immediate versus 
ultimate career chcice and prospects and 
for interests and ambitions to be stimu- 
Jared. However, there may well be a 
delayed effect, due to an initial resent¬ 
ment of pupils who had expected to be 
earning; but two or three years will 
see the emergence of those who, having 
had no other expectation, will he far less 


opposed to the extra year. Nor can the 
element of chaos arising from the vacilla¬ 
tion, which has resulted from secondary 
education being a political football, be 
ignored. It has exacerbated the problems 
of implementing this major development 
and eroded the morale of those most con- 
■ cemecL Nevertheless, once the initial 
resentment has subsided and the school 
system has adjusted to the additional year 
group, the effects should begin to 
manifest themselves. 

Another pertinent point relates to the 
slack associated with unfilled places in 
science and technology. One of tbe factors 

contributing to this phenomenon must be 
tbe options and choices at school level. 
The number of students taking “ O ” 
levels in physical sciences during 1965- 
1958 declined but during 1969-1973, there 
has been a steady increase of 20 per cent 
above die minimum. Was this the har¬ 
binger of a new trend ? For the first time 
for many years a small swing back ro 
science and technology was reported last 
autumn and it appears to.be even more 
marked in tbe current admissions. If such 
a tendenev. continued it would not take 
very long to fill the vacancies in science 
and technology and this would remove 
any slack in tbe system- What then ? 

Another group, which is perhaps more 
relevant to polytechnics because of their 
traditions, is the mature student. First, 
there is the student who following some 
experience of life enrols for full-time or 
part-time day or evenings for undergradu¬ 
ate, sub-graduate or professional courses. 
The experience of die Polytechnic 
of Central London suggests a sig¬ 
nificant increase in the numbers in 
tlus group. Currently 50 per cent or the 
foil time students, 80 per cent of the part 
time students and 90 per cent of the 
evening students fall into this category. 
If the PC-L enrolment of mature students 
is indicative of a national pattern, it would 
Imply that there is a considerable backlog 
awaiting higher education. It would also 
suggest- that enrolment'.figures of recent 
years have been wrongly interpreted as 
indicating a rejection of higher education 
whereas 3t was only a choice to delay 
entry. Second, there is the student who 
requires updating in some aspects of 
commerce, technology, or management, 
and iu consequence enrols for mid-career 
courses. The numbers at the PCL have 
quintupled in four years with over S.000 
students attending an extensive range o£ 
short courses last year. While, of course, 
it brings the great benefit of improving 
the utilization of educational resources, 
particularly through those courses moun¬ 
ted in the vacation, weekends or in the 
evenings, there nevertheless comes a point 
where such massive expansion _ of a con¬ 
tinuing education programme itself puts 


pressure on accommodation and stalling. 

One further factor, and potentially the 
greatest, relates to the proportion or 
women entering higher education. I he 
latest DES statistics show, a marked 
increase in the number of women enter¬ 
ing polytechnics.. Since in 1972 only 19 
per cent of die students on advanced 
courses were women, any approach to 
equality would make enormous demands 
of our education system. 

Are the pressures arising from these 
factors beginning to exert these influ¬ 
ences ? Last autumn the polytechnic 
enrolment increased by 4 per cent which 
might imply an 8 to 10 per cent increase 
in new entrants and university enrolment 
increase by 2.8 per cenr. This year reports 
suggest much larger intakes. This was 
against tbe backcloth of the much discus¬ 
sed slackening in the upward trend in 
student number (1.7 per cent a year 
between 1970 and 1974 compared with 8 
per cent a year in the 1950’s aod 1960’s i. 
Better graduate career prospects and 
improved student grants may also be 
contributory factors. Whatever the 
reasons for the increase this academic 
year, it raises the question. '“What hap¬ 
pens if the rate of increase of entrants to 
higher education continues to rise ? ” 

The consequences of educational plan¬ 
ning become manifest for better or worse 
some five to ten years after tbe initial 
decisions are taken. It may be that in 
five years time the British electorate will 
be asking -why they cannot obtain the 
higher education they desire. In particu¬ 
lar, the movement towards more equitable 
educational development of women in our 
society could be baited. Those that have, 
in order to gain experience of life, delayed 
rheir further studies might find it diffi¬ 
cult to return to full time education. > This 
would indeed be ironic, in that it is the 
absence of that very age group when they 
were IS which has been instrumental in 
reducing the provision. 

Some disciplines and some institutions 
are already capacity limited. A planning 
target of 640.000 ‘students or less will 
become a self-fulfilling prophecy, if a 
policy of not making full provision for 
die peak years around 1983 is adopted—a 
tempting strategy in a time of financial 
stringency. In fulfilling their responsi¬ 
bilities to determine overall social policy, 
the Govenuneut have a right to_ limit the 
number of people who trill receive ^higher 
education. However, if in fact the Govern¬ 
ment has nov. r abandoned the Robbins’ 
principle, the people hare the right to 
know.

Notable features 
are the relatively high values, 
greater titan 320 per cent; at the 
extremities of Britain, the Outer 
Hebrides and eastern Kent and 
the low values near Shrewsbury 
and in the Barnsley-Don caster 
area; values of less than 66 -per 
cent recur very, infrequently at 
any one place. Among .ihe largest 
and smallest totals recorded were 
4028mm at Delta. Snowdonia and 
337mm at Mexborough. Yorkshire. 

Predominantly westerly weather 
prevailed throughout January, 
although under the influence of 
high pressure to the south of the 
country the first 11 days were 
mainly dry over England and 
Wales. Scotland experienced wet 
weather from the start.. Flooding 
followed heavy rainfall . about 
January 19-21 in many parts of 
England. Although It was a mild 
month generally snowfalls were 
fairly widespread in Scotland 
between January 16 and 28. 

Mosr of the rainfall of February 
occurred in tbe middle 10 days. 
The 1st to 9th was a predomin¬ 
ancy dry period throughout the 
United Kingdom as was the 19th 
to 2Sfb over England and Wales. 
Amounts of rainfo 11 were not un¬ 
duly large although the Ifitb was 
a generally wet day over Scotland. 
It was the driest February since 
1953 over the country generally. 

The first week of March was 
unsettled and wet over the whole 
country and the unsettled weather, 
continued until the 13tb over 
southern Britain. The period 8 th 
to 20th was mainly dry over Scot¬ 
land and Northern Ireland as was 
Kth to 25th over the south, bur 
the 21 st was a generally wet day 
over the whole United Kingdom.- 
From the 26th a northerly air- 
stream brought snow showers, 
some of which were heav y, to 
most parts of the country and ’ 
Easter was wintry. 

The first three weeks of April 
were unsettled over most of the 
country, and precipitation was 
v.iDtry! particularly on the eastern 
side of Britain for the first 10 
days. Milder weather spread over 
the country on the 11 th and it 
became much drier .over southern 
Britain from the 19th and over the 
North and Northern Ireland from 
22nd. Cooler, showery weather re¬ 
turned to most areas in the last 
few days of the month. 

After a rather wet start In the 
North, May was dry nearly every¬ 
where in the country. Tbe 7th was 
wet, particularly in the Midlands 
and East Anglia, and the period 
up ro the I4th was Unsettled- 
Flooding followed heavy rain in 
south-east England on the 16th. 
The rain was associated with a 
■ depression over France ; more titan 
SCiinm was recorded in Sussex and 
Kent. All areas h 2 d a long mainly 
dry spell from the 18th until tb-‘ 
end of the month. 

June was notable tor the un¬ 
usually late snowfalls which 
occurred on the 1 st and 2 nd over 
the country including parts of the 
Sooth; die snowfall was the first 
in Jane since 1888 in the London 
area. Frontal rain affected 
northern England and Scotland on 
tbe 3rd-4th but the 3rd ro 14ih was 
mainly dry over England. The 
period isth to 17th was showery 
and thundery bat the rest of tbe 
month from xhe ISth was dr; 
aecrly everywhere apart from 
hzs-.y rain-in the London 3 rea on 
tbe 23rd. No rainfall at all was 
ftiaascrod throughout the month fn 
P^rts of Dorset and Hampshire. 

The dr 7 weather of the second 
hs.’f of June continued until July 
Sfo over most areas except the 
extreme north-west. Isolated heavy 
thunderstorms occurred on the 4th 
and the dry spell was broken 
generally on the 7th, when a de- 
aresston moving north from Biscay 
brought thunderstorms to many 
parts of England: Scotland and 
SConhcra Ireland- remained dry 
the 9th. Showers or longor 
psriods of rain affected most areas 
until tbe 24th but amounts ’were 
nor geaoraBy large except in local 
tiru.idunronps between uie Szh and 
JVC IStii. Remarkably heavy oro- 
iyaphic rzmfcll occurred in die 
_Lafce District and Pcmdnes on 21st 
to 23rd; at Hamster House, 
Cumbria, 220mm was recorded on 
che two daws 2lst to 22 nd. Weather 
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over England and Wales was 
mainly dry and sunny in tbe last 
week but more unsettled over 
Scotland. At Medstead, Hampshire, 
96mm fell in a thunderstorm on 
the 31st. 

The dry weather of late July 
continued generally up io August 
13th although in the intense beat 
local thunderstorms occurred and 
were often heavy, particularly on 
tbe 4th and more generally on the 
8 th, when 97mm was recorded at 
Gooubavern in Cornwall. Thunder- 
Storms were again widespread on 
the 14th and on tbat day one of 
most remarkable events in British 
rainfall history occurred. At 
Hampstead 171mm fell in about 2t 
hours in an intense, thunderstorm 
(the area of the heavy rainfall 
was remarkably restricted). That 
is by far the heaviest fall in a day 
in the London area and the magni¬ 
tude of the fall may be Judged 
by the close approach to the cal¬ 
culated maximum possible fall 
(190mml for a duration of two 
hours at any one place in the 
London area. 

After tbe 15th weather became 
cooler, with occasional rain or 
showers In many districts until the 
23rd. Heavy rainfall occurred in 
south-west England on the 15th 
to tiie 18th, and the 19th was a 
wet day over the country 
generally. The last week v.a$ 
mainly dry but heavy rain fell in 
northern England and southern 
?cotiand on the 29th, IQS mm 
being recorded at SwcethOpcs 
LoufihS, Northumberland. At 
Mile>nrt. Norfolk, rainfall for the 
month Whs ^7 1 mm- 

The long dry summer came ro 
an end in September, although 
ihe first week continued mainly 
drv over England and Wales. Tbe 
rest Of the month was generally 
unsettled, with many days oF 
heavy rainfall and occasional clear 
drv davs. The 13th was a very wet 
day in’ southern Britain as a dc 
nression moved up the Envlisn 
Channel : rainfall exceeded 50mm 
over 6.265 sq km. The 16th and 
l"tfa -r.ere vert- wet in southern 
and eastern Scotland and Northern 
Ireland. The 22nd 'ras wet in 
northern Scotland 3 nd 24tb to 
v.-as very wet over the coun¬ 
try generally. The wet weather of 
September continued up to Octo¬ 


ber 2 over England aud Wales 
and up to the 4 th over Scotland 
and Northern Ireland. The rest of 
the month was mainly dry, 
although rainfall occurred about 
the 8 tn to 10 th (heavy in south¬ 
west Scotland, Wales and south¬ 
west England on the 9tb) 15th to 
17th (mainly over England). 

The 22nd and 23rd were very 
wet days over western Scotland 
and Northern Ireland, and north¬ 
west Scotland remained wet until 
the end of the month. Heavy rain- 
foil occurred in south-west Eng¬ 
land, Wales and south-west Scot¬ 
land on the 31st. 

November was mainly unsettled, 
particularly over Scotland. The 
‘■vettest day of the month over 
England and Wales generally was 
the and rainfall was mainly 
light over those counties from tbe 
3rd to the 14th and over Scotland 
and Northern Ireland from the 6 th 
to the 14th. The 15th was an ex¬ 
tremely wet day over the whole 
country, foe cause being a rapidly 
deepening depression which moved - 
eastwards across Scotland. 
Weather continued unsettled for 
the rest of the month, apart from 
brief drier spells over much of 
End and and Wales from foe 20th 
to the 23rd and 29til to 30rh. The 
26th to 2Sth was a very wet period 
over Scotland, much of the pre¬ 
cipitation foiling as snow. 

The 1 st was by far tbe wettest 
day in December, falls exceeding 
25mm over a wide area and eren 
jCnun in north-west England. The 
precipitation occurred as snow in 
midland and eastern England and 
southern Fcotland. The period 
from foe 3rd to the 2 -nd was 
mainly diy over England. i\ ales. 
Northern Ireland and southern 
Scotland, «i!li occasional cam or 
snow; northern Scotland va$ 
much more unsettled and wetter 
in that period, with snow between 
the 11* and 17til. The 2^rC and 
2 -‘th were generally wet day* with 
sno’.v in northern Scotland- Tbe

over England. Wales and southern 
Scotland but foe 29th was a very 
wet day over north-west Scotland. 
Daring’ the last rvo days of foe 
rear rain swept south over foe 
u-ftnjp country, and thundery snow , 
shorers occurred in northern , 
Scotland. 


There are those who will feel that this 
article is too sentimental. Bur those with¬ 
out a sentimental heart can quickly enough 
turn to the hard-headed stuff elsewhere 
to this paper. 

The two principal characters in our 
story are Fabienne Secret, women's world 
skiing champion, and Jacques Grusbcus, the 
ski correspondent, among other things, of 
Arencc Fni'cc-Pressc. 

It is coaimoa knowledge in the trade 
that Fabienne Sc rents triumph at St Mor¬ 
itz. where the world championships were 
last held two years ago, went u> her pretty 
head. I do nor think this stands altogether 
to her discredit. Gifted not only as a skier 
but with the looks of a cover girj. it is 
hardly surprising that she was lionized (.1 
assume there is no feminine equivalent) 
wherever she went in France, and particu¬ 
larly at the resort of Alpe d’Huez, near 
Grenobles, where she lives. Few people of 
her age (then 18) could have resisted 
the impression that she was God‘> gift to 
mankind. In ray approaching dotage I felt 
so too. as I contemplated her glow of 
triumoh. her dazzling smile, her long black 
silky hair at the wond championship press 
conference at the end of the competition. 
I place her second only to Brigitte Bardot 
in French feminine allure. 

A year ago both Fabienne and_ Jacques 
were somewhere over the Atlantic bound 
for the north American section of the 
world cop when Jacques, who admits he 
had had a drink or tiro at the time, told 
Fabienne a few home truths, that she had 
grown too conceited fo-r her own good, 
that her head was too big for her helmet. 

From that day until recently scarcely a 
word passed between them, a strained 
situation in its way since Jacques was vir- 
nzallv a member of the French team, 
sharing their every misery as the team, 
earlier deprived of its leading members 
fey a crass piece of maladministration, 
suffered defeaT after demoralizing defeat. 
The reconciliation of the two flowed from 
tragedy from the death at Bourg St Mau¬ 
rice in" December of Michel Dujon after a 
fall in training at Tignes. Here a flashback 
is necessary to fill in the background. 

Jacques, a staunch aoglopbiie, was taken 
prisoner by the Germans in the war and, 
having had to undergo an operation ou 
an injured hand without anaesthetic, was 
confined to hospital whence he later 
escaped with another brave compatriot, 
having discovered from careful observation 
that a particular staircase was vulnerable, 
since the guard from time to time found 
the ca-ll of the bistro irresistible. There 
remained only a need to run -the gauntlet 
of outlying machine guns, but to a man 
like Jacques, fired not only by a deep 
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Fabienne Sereat and Michel Dujou: a love-story that never quite was. 


patriotism but also a burning political 
opposition to Nazism, tills was a matter of 
small consequence. 

They made good their escape and. after 
a number of rejections by French families 
af Pctain persuasion, or perhaps too little 
moral fibre, Jacques found his way to St 
Gerrais. an .Alpine village, and was there 
befriended by the Dujon family, on the 
sole condition that he, an agnostic, would 
allow them, strictly Roman Catholic, to 
offer prayers for him. 

Ever sine a. Jacques has been a close 
friend of the Dujons. There has always 
been a room for him at St Ceruis and 
there has always been a fondue parry for 
the whole of the Agence Fnmcc-Prcssc 
team whenever die fid racing circuit. 
chanced * upou St Gerrais. Paul Dujon. 
Michel's father, attended Jacques's wed¬ 
ding and when, iu tbe fullness of rime, 
Michel was born. Jacques became an uncle 
to him in all but name. The Dujons. in¬ 
cidentally, have been touched by another 
tragedy, for the father is severely crippled 
froin an accidenr when he tried to rescue 
a skier (later found to be dead) from a 
crevasse. 

The years flew by and tho:=e who 
gathered at Bourg St Maurice on that dark 
day earlier this month were the whole- 
of tbe French men's team, one of whom, 
a special copin. Gerard Donnerie. stood a 
silent, motionless guard for two long hours, 
and a single member of the women’s 
team. Fabienne Serrat. her grief surpass¬ 
ing ordinary expectation. Without a word 


Jacques and Fabienne embraced and the 
rears fell, both in their different ways 
deeply devoted to Michel, the one openly 
in the manner of u favourite uncle, the 
other (according .to Jacques) harbouring 
a true romantic love for Michel that 
would emerge as soon os Michel lost his 
ipra) addiction-ro ski raciug. 

A week later Jacques and_ Fabienne met 
again at Madonna di Campigjio when the 
various womens teams called in ro see 
the men's World Cup downhill there .on 
the way from racing at Aprfca to Coruna 
d'Amperzzo. Fabienne sought out Jacques. 
Once more they embraced, once more 
Fabienne could hot contain her tears, but 
tiiis time there was a difference. She had 
had a wee?: in •..hicJi to compose her 
ihough ls and - she now confessed to 
Jacques thar he had been right in berat¬ 
ing her f or her behaviour after St Moritz. 
She was older now. she knew berrer now, 
she needed a smaller si:-.e of helmet now 
and hencefortli she would be seeking an 
Olympic medal not for herself but Michel. 

In spite of her victory in a World Cup 
■slalom at Cortina this weak (“ C’etait pour 
Michel she said afterwards! per¬ 
formances in die last year have not sug¬ 
gested that Fabienne 'would be a 
challenger for highest honours in this 
Olympic season. If she proves the form 
hook unreliable, it will be a fining end 
w a love story that never quite was.

The bacon-and-egg holiday is over 


Prices of bacon and eggs will change in 
many shops next week as markets shake 
off the effects of die long New Year 
holiday. All eggs will rise by about 4p a 
dozen to as much as 4Sp a dozen for largo 
white and 45p for standard white. 

The rise will not cancel out the whole 
of the large cuts early in January, so 
thar eggs should still be. cheaper than 
they were .at Christmas. The wholesale 
price of sides of home-produced bacuu 
has been cut by about 1-I-p a pound. British 
curers want to take advdutage of the Jack 
of Danish bacon which pushed prices up 
early in the month. 

Most shops will hold Danish prices 
steady in tue hope that their wholesale 
prices will soun drop. Tesco, which buys 
eight of every 100 tons of bacon produced 
in Denmark, has green gammon rashers at 
7Gp a pound, prime back at Sop and bone¬ 
less hock joints at SSp a pound. 

Fine Fare, the largest retail buyers of 
home-produced bacon, decided yesterday 
to cut gammon prices next week by aboui 
Sp a pound, with middle-cut at ubuut 
7Sp a pound. They win cut back and 
streaky rashers by about 2 p a pound. 

Prices of British bacon will also be 
cut in Lip to ns shops and Presto Discount 
Centres, where some Danish gammon may 
also be reduced. In Scotland the price of 


gammon in Templeton and Galb^aitii 
shops will be reduced by 8 p ro 94p u 
pound. Wall’s Meat said vesierday that 
it would not change the price of iis pre¬ 
packed bacon at least until tbe middle of 
□ext month. 

The company issued a notice in which 
it quoted prices a packet, a pointless 
exercise since it did nut say hoiv muck 
a packet contained. It a noted best back 
rashers at 4Sp a packet. Tbar makes Wall’s 
bacon expensive since a packet weighs 
only about 7ioz- 

Thc Government has tried to tackle 
the problem of comparing value for 
money among groceries by tiersuadmg 
Food comoanies to adopt Jess varied firms 
of labelling fur weights and swes. Ti had 
hoped to issue an order about a scheme 
for fish before Christmas, but was 
blocked by the opposition of frozen fuud 
companies.

In a separate transaction 
Moscow Narodny had taken a 
six' month - interbank - deposit 
from Creditanstalt of DM13m 
(almost S5m). That deposit 
fell due for' repayment in mid- 
December, but Moscow Narodny 
refused to hand over S3m of it, 
to cover its possible loss .ex¬ 
posure-under the disputed loan. 

Creditanstalt subsequently 
notified the Bank of England or- 
Moscow Naroday’s non-payment. 
The Bank’s view was that the 
mo transactions were separate 
and that Moscow -Narodny 
should meet its obligations to 
repay ±e deposit. 

Despite these representations, 
Moscow Narodny has : refused to 
hand over the S3m. 

The dispute between the con¬ 
sortium and Creditanstalt is a 
complicated one involving a sale 
of drugs by A. M. Aronson, a 
Dutch company, which sold the 
letters of credit to the con¬ 
sortium, and a Yugoslav 'state- 
backed buyer. 

The consortium is claiming 
payment on the ground that the 
letters . -were guaranteed by 
Creditanstalt, but the Austrian 
bank has been advised it would 
be unlawful to pay because the 
letters were non-transferable. 

This means* the consortium 
had rights only to the benefits 
accruing to Aronson, but it 'b 
claimed Aronson has forfeited 
its right to any benefits because 
the deal itself was . not com¬ 
pleted. It is alleged that the 
goods actually shipped were 
worthless.

There is still a wide- diver¬ 
gence of opinion over a succes¬ 
sor to the 1971 International 
Wheat Agreement, after three 
days of talks in London by 
preparatory group of the Inter¬ 
national Wheat Council, accord¬ 
ing to Mr Richard Bell, the 
United States Assistant Agri¬ 
culture Secretary. 

The points at issue, be said 
yesrerday. were:

Other groups including the 
European Economic Commu¬ 
nity, see stocks as a market 
stabilizer and would use market 
prices, rather than food needs, 
as a trigger for their release.

Mr Bell told Reuters that 
the United States insisted that 
the main stockholder should be 
the private sector. Other coun¬ 
tries apparently want a state- 
mans ?ed reserve. 

3— Prices. The Soviet Union, 
Australia and Canada want a 
new agreement to contain mam- 
mum and minimum prices, as 
in the old-type agreement. 

“ This is not of interest to the 
United States ”, Mr Bell said, 
“and there is wide divergence 
of view here.” . 


Mr Wilson 
sees signs 
of imturn

Although living standards will 
continue to fall in the months 
ahead, the first signs of an up¬ 
turn in the economy have 
appeared. Mr Wilson told the 
French Chamber of Commerce 
in London last night. 

The Prime Minister said there 
were encouraging signs that the 
revival in the world economy 
had at last begun. This was cer¬ 
tainly true of the United States’ 
economy. The reflation ary- mea¬ 
sures taken last autumn bv the 
European governments, includ¬ 
ing France, were also beginning 
to have their effect.

“The rise in output will, of 
course, work to bring down the 
of unemployment.” Mr 
Wilson said. “But as past ex¬ 
perience has shown us, the 
effect on numbers tmemploved 
shows itself only slowly, and it 
would be wrong to expect any 
dramatically sudden improve¬ 
ment. 

“ But our nrosDects in 
Britain, and tehis is eaually 
true of France, denend no less 
on the climate of the wider 
world trading community.” 

In 1975 Britain had prepared 
for a revival in world trade. 
“Our measures to regenerate 
British industrv are well under 
wav”, Mr Wilson said. 

“ North Sea oil is flowing!

Inflation cooling, prices board says

There is abundant evidence 
that the rate of inflation in the 
United Kingdom is slowing 
down, according to the latest 
Price Commission quarterly 
report, published yesterday. 
Introducing the report. Sir 
Arthur Cockfield, the chairman, 
said that the situation offered 
more hope than it bad for a 
long rime- 

The key - to ensuring con¬ 
tinued improvement, the report 
says, lies in the close observ¬ 
ance of the £6 pay limit which 
has so far been “universally 
observed ” and prices will “ now. 
increasingly reflect the benefit 
of lower pay settlements”. 

During the three months 
covered by the report (Sept¬ 
ember to November inclusive) 

the commission’s own index of 
price increases rose by 42 per 
cent compared with -4.7 per 
cent in the second quarter. 

Sir Arthur, said that the 
December figures showed ottiy 
a 1JS per cent increase, in the 
index despite price rises being 


strongly influenced by the cost 
effect of tbe Organisation for 
Petroleum Exporting Countries 
increase in October. He was 
bopeful that the January 
figures would show further 
improvement. 

Figures issued today by tbe 
Institute of Purchasing arid 
Supply indirate a less encour¬ 
aging situation. -They- suggest 
that while the trend of average 
price rises is indeed down¬ 
wards, the number of com¬ 
panies imposing increases is 
going up. 

A • survey recorded 228 
separate rises, from suppliers 
in December, the highest total 
for three months. The institute 
. says that there is a growing 
pattern of companies imposing 
smaller but more frequent 
rises, and that tins may indi¬ 
cate less of a downturn in 
in Darien pressures- than- con¬ 
tained in die Price Commission 
report. 

According to .the. Price 
Commission the biggest single 
factor influencing prices during 


the quarter was oil price rises, 
and the report comments that 
they contributed towards pre¬ 
venting. the -rate of- inflation- 
falling as much as it otherwise 
would have done. 

It is “a -matter of some 
relief” that the increased oil 
prices have not reversed the 
trend of falling rate of infla¬ 
tion, the commission says. 

Nearly half the rise in oil 
prices was caused by the falling 
value of the pound during the 
report period. The decline in 
sterling’s value is a “major 
problem ” 

The only way of stabilizing 
the value of sterling and thus 
the upward pressure on prices 
is to reduce domestic inflation. 
The . report places great 
importance on this course of 
acaon. 

Profit margins in the third . 
quarter slipped to below 50 per 
cent of reference levels. This 
reflects the fall in industrial 
output and the rise in labour 
and other costs, which could 
not be entirely recouped in in¬ 


creased prices, and therefore 
squeezed* proms- even farther. 

This means that.profit mar¬ 
gins are -now- ax their lowest 
bevel since price controls were 
introduced: However, Sir 

Arthur said that the average 
figures could be misleading. 

Some sectors, such as brew¬ 
ing, were doing quite well and 
were nearly at the limit 
their allowable . margins. 
Others, such as motor manufac¬ 
turing, were running at a loss. 

Sir Arthur was hopeful that 
as the £6 pay limit increasingly 
affected companies and thus 
reduced costs, the squeeze 'on' 
companies may ease. 

During the report period the 
commission modified, rejected 
or secured the withdrawal of 

261 price rise applications from 

manufacturers in categories one 
and two. This saved 1 the con* 
suzner £121m In a full year. 

Because gross profit margins 
in the distributive sector were 
on average 1.4 per cent below 
reference levels, this raved the 
public about £375m a year.

Intervention by central 
banks put at $2,000m 


European bankers estimate 
that central bank intervention 
the first three weeks of 


January totalled at least 
$2,000m (nearly £1,000m) gross 
on the most conservative 
calculations available. 

The calculation is largely 
arrived at on the basis of pub¬ 
lished figures. 

It does not include a large 
proportion of European joint 
float intervention or any 
estimate of the extent to which 
the United States authorities 
have cooperated with their 
counterparts in the foreign 
exchange markets. 

The bankers report that since 
the Rambouillet exchange rare 
agreement of November last 
year the Group of Ten central 
banks and the Swiss monetary 
authorities have apparently 
embarked on one of the most 
intensive periods of interven¬ 
tion for the past 3} years. 

Tbe disclosed figures for 


intervention over the past three 
weeks include that for Italy 
netting 5528m to support the 
lira before the sudden closure 
of exchange markets in Italy 
from Tuesday night. 

Switzerland, in the first week 
of the month, intervened for a 
net $425m to stabilize tbe 
franc, while other sizable in¬ 
tervention totals are building 
up this month in France and 
Japan. 

The Bank of England is also 
believed to have oeen a net 
buyer of foreign exchange. 

While the level of interven¬ 
tion has reportedly intensified 
since Rambouillet, there is still 
no dear indication of the extent 
to which exchanges between the 
central h anks have been 
activated. 

Tbe American authorities 
have said they consider ade¬ 
quate the existing exchange 
network of nearly $20,000m in 
tbe light of the Rambouillet 
exchange rare agreement.

As a staunch supporter of 
the Community’s computer in¬ 
dustry the Commission is hop¬ 
ing that European companies 
will submit competitive ten¬ 
ders. Selection of European 
equipment would avoid the out- 
ay which foil awed the replace¬ 
ment of an ageing IBM compu¬ 
ter by a more advanced model 
from tiie seme American group 

Part of the new equipment 
would be used to expand tele¬ 
processing facilities, which 


have only recently been intro¬ 
duced in the Commission. 
Kenneth Owen writes: Britain’s 
International Computers will be 
in a strong position to bid for 
the European Commission com¬ 
puter contract. Since 1973, 
when die decision to reorder 
from IBM was made, two fac¬ 
tors have strengthened the posi¬ 
tion of the British company. 

First, ICL has introduced its 
new ^2900-series computers, 
which are specifically aimed at 
teleprocessing applications of 
the type envisaged.

From Mr Henry Toch 
Sir, I am glad that Professor 
Kennedy (January 14) has raised 
the taxation issue in the field 
of company finance. It may 
interest your readers that we 
have started a research project 
on the subject “Economic 
effects of taxation changes ” 
and are examining published 
accounts and. other sources to 
discover answers to the follow¬ 
ing questions: - 

1. Blow, if at all, has the 
introduction of the imputation 
system of corporation tax affec¬ 
ted distribution policy ? 

2. How did the new system 
affect trading abroad and double 
taxation relief ? 

3. Have the new investment 
allowances—First year allow¬ 
ances—led to increased invest¬ 
ment in plant? 

Preliminary results show that 
companies have not taken taxa¬ 


tion changes into account at all 
when deriding on distribution 
and investment policies. If these 
preliminary findings can be con¬ 
firmed, one should ask the 
Chancellor of the Exchequer to 
give an undertaking in the next 
budget that he will not change 
company taxation for the next 
three years—thus removing un¬ 
certainty about future taxation 
policy, which is harmful to busi¬ 
ness confidence, since actual tax 
incentives are being ignored. 

Your readers’ views on this 
subject and our project would 
be much appreciated.

UK official heads Intertanko panel

International efforts to re¬ 
duce the huge oversupply of 
tanker tannage which threatens 
shipowners, banks, shipbuilders 
and governments, are to be 
directed by a former top 
British civiT servant. 

Sir James Dunnett, who re¬ 
tired nearly two years ago as 
permanent secretary at the 
Ministry of Defence, has 
accepted one of tbe toughest 
'obs in the marine world by 
taking up the chairmanship of 
- liaison committee established 


last month under tbe aegis of 
the International Association of 
Independent Tanker Owners 
(Intertanko). 


This committee, set up after 
a conference last month 
attended by representatives of 
the shipping, shipbuilding and 
banking communities, is to 
impress on governments the 
scale of the tanker crisis and 
the serious implications if no 
remedial action is taken. 

A report prepared by a four- 
man team, set up by Intertanko 
and considered at last month’s 
meeting, called for the spend¬ 
ing of S5,OOGm (about £2,413m) 
over the next three years in 
rescue measures. This they 
argued would prevent losses of 
$15,000m over the next five 
years 

Intertanko estimated that the 
total mortgage debt on existing 
tankers and tonnage under con¬ 


struction or on order at present 
amount to some 535,000m with 
half accounted for by govern¬ 
ment credit and half by bank 
finance- 

Tbe pressures on shipping 
companies operating in the 
ranker market are growing all 
the time with no sign of an 
improvement in shipping 
freight rates 

But the coordinated package 
put together by Intertanko 
which involves cooperation 
between four participants, 
establishing effectively a cartel, 
faces some major obstacles. 
American companies have re¬ 
mained outside the discussions 
so far in view of anti-trust 
legislation difficulties.

and undertakes this even if its 
British subsidiary defaults in 
repayments on written demand

Further, the corporation has 
accepted “ a continuing absolute 
and unconditional security bind¬ 
ing _ on Chrysler Corporation” 
until any due monies are paid. 
The corporation has waived 
“legal limitation, immunity 
disability or incapacity or other 
circu m stances ” in accepting 
this obligation. Nothing shall 
prejudice the Government’s 
right to recover taxpayers* 
funds. 

So tightly is the guarantee 
drawn that, even if the Ameri¬ 
can company collapses or 
merges, the Government’s rights 
remain. 

In the main agreement, the 
corporation has accepted a 
whole series of stringent terms 
over and above those accepted 
by t the assisted British 
subsidiary, culminating in a 
pledge that any legal wrangle 
may _ only be brought in the 
English courts and the corpora¬ 
tion “ generally and uncondi¬ 
tionally accepts _ the non¬ 
exclusive jurisdiction of the 
English courts 

The British subsidiary is 
charged with conducting an 
effiaent business and hot to 
make substantial business 
changes without government 
consent. 

Loans or investments outside 
Britain need written approval. 
The Government has to be 
furnished with quarterly 
accounts and other important 
information it may need, and no 
substantial assets can be sold 
without consent (that is, any¬ 
thing which is 20 per cent or 
more of CUK’s gross assets). 

Chrysler is also required to 
ensure that transfer prices of 
products and. charges, for ser- 
vices between companies in ine 
Chrysler organization “shall be 
determined on an arm’s-length 
basis, which basis - shall be 


disclosed to the Secretary of 
Stare ”. 

The company has to use its 
best endeavours to procure 
export business from Iran and

plus a further loan of £150,000. 
All interest is also forgone. 

Another document, a deed of 
indemnity, represents • the 
counter guarantee given to the 
Government for guaranteeing 
tbe bankers’ 05m. In this, the 
corporation joins the British 
subsidiary in pledging repay¬ 
ment, making its assets open to 
a claim If there is any default 
by CUK. _ 

Borrowing conditions are im¬ 
posed on Chrysler UK by the 
Midland Bank and its associates. 
Bankers' consent is needed for 
any new borrowings over and 
above the lending arranged 
under the government deal. 

The banlis also have rights 
to call in all their loans plus 
interest if there is any default 
or breach of their separate 
conditions and bank balances 
can be blockaded. 


Two car companies laying 
off 8,000 workers in US 


European 
dismay over 
steel curbs 


Detroit, Jan 22.—Chrysler 
and Ford plan to close some 
United States assembly plants 
temporarily in February because 
of poor sales. Chrysler also 
plans to end one of two shifts 
at one of its six American car 
factories in March. 

These unexpected moves will 
lay off 8,800 American workers 
initially, with 1^300 Chrysler 
men subsequently' being made 
redundant. 

■ Ironically, these cutbacks 
follow a period in which car 
sales - have recovered some¬ 
what, with levels well ahead of 
the severely depressed rates of 
1974. However, now, domestic 
car sales, measured on an 
annual^rate basis, seem to have 
flattened out, with some models 
not selling well at all. 

While it is not suggested that 


new car sales are going to fall 
again, it is becoming dear that 
car manufacturers are trying 
their hardest to ensure that ihe 
so. far fragile recovery main¬ 
tains momentum and to prevent 
a stockpile of cars building up 
with dealers. 

Recently, manufacturers have 
been repotting huge percentage 
sales increases compared with 
1974 results, but these are 
deceptive because the latest 
results are being compared With 
the increasingly bad 1974 
figures. 

On the more accurate com¬ 
parison basis of a seasonally 
adjusted annual rate, however, 
all the companies agree that 
sales for the rest of this quarter 
will probably remain static after 
a slow recovery in December.— 
AP-Dow Jones. 


Housebuilders fear effect 
of Community Land Act

The recent recovery in 
private housebuilding was un¬ 
likely to be sustained much 
beyond the first quarter of this 
year, Mr Charles Mitchell, 
president of the House-Builders 
Federation, said yesterday. 

Last year housing starts in 
the private sector had risen by 
about 40 per cent, compared 
with tbe “shockingly bad” 
year of 1974.- Hie first quarter 
of 1976 was likely to show a 
further increase as builders 
scrambled to get work started 
on rites before the first appoin¬ 
ted day of.the Community Land 
Act on April 6. 

“My fear is that any such 
increase will lull the Govern¬ 
ment into a false sense of 
optimism ”, he added. 

The industry was deeply 
concerned about tbe-uncertain 
future supply of land, as a 
result of the Community Land 
Act and the proposed develop¬ 
ment land tax; the cot in real 
incomes caused by _ counter- 
inflation policies, which made

it increasingly difficult 
young, first-time, buyers 
take on mortgage commitments; 
and tbe fact that building .costs 
were rising far ■ more rapidly 
thaa bouse prices. 

Federation leaders are to 
meet Mr Sifitin, Minister for 
Planning and Local Govern¬ 
ment, next week, primarily to 
discuss the question of future 
land supply and speeding up 
the planning process. They will 
ask tbe Government to recon¬ 
sider its attitude towards the 
Dobry report on development 
control, most of the main 
recommendations of which have 
been rejected.

It is anticipated that councils 
will have difficulty in obtaining 
loon sanction to acquire 
development land. under the 
Act and. for various reasons, 
will be reluctant to release it 
to private developers. 


Crown Agents grant query 


The legality' of the Govern¬ 
ment’s decision to proride the 
Crown Agents mth an £85m 
grant a year ago to ease rhe 
organization’s acute cash crisis 
has been questioned by the 
Comptroller and Auditor 
General, Sir David Firblado. 

In tbe first volume of the 1975 
Appropriation Accounts* the 
Comptroller, noted that the 
Ministry of Overseas Develop¬ 
ment had agreed to provide tbe 
£85m grant in December 1974 
which was to be repaid from 
future earnings or appreciation 
of assets held ^ by the Crown 
Agents. In addition a stand-by 


facility was arranged with tbe 
Bank of England. 

The £S5m said Sir David, had 
been issued on December 24, 
1974 as an advance from the 
Civil Contingencies Fund. But. 
the issue of the grant was not 
supported by the requisite statu¬ 
tory authority 

Published yesterday, the re¬ 
port also noted that with the 
Ministry’s approval, the Crown 
Agents do not hare to account 
to the Ministry for their use of 
the interest arising from the 
investment of tbe £85m.

Members of the European 
Commission pointed out that 
difficulties appeared to be of 
a short cyclical nature and were 
general in industrialized 
countries. 

Their message was trans¬ 
mitted to Mr Frederick Dent, 
President Ford’s. special trade 
negotiator, who was in Brussels 
for discussions about the con¬ 
tinuing multilateral trade talks 
in Geneva. 

The commissioners also drew 
attention' - to the danger that 
measures of protection, taken 
at a time when many countries 
were-still suffering from the 
effects of world recession, 
could snowball aad provoke 
others. They expressed the 
hope that the American Admin¬ 
istration would use the possi¬ 
bilities open to it to avoid tak¬ 


ing measures to restrict imports. 
The United States interna¬ 


tional trade commission recom¬ 
mended last week that import-] 
quotas on products Eke stain¬ 
less steel and alloy steels for 
tools should be imposed for a 
five-year period. EEC countries, 
Japan and Sweden would be 
most affected by any decision. 

Tbe trade commission argued 
that increased imports of spe¬ 
cialized steels had been a sub¬ 
stantial cause of serious injury 
to certain American industries;

I 
know well that companies take a 
liberal view on household 
under-insurance. - 
But If household insurance 
policies are based on a full 
value declarat'... and the 
declaration is untrue, as it must 
be for millions of policies, 
would not insurers be within 
their legal rights in declining 
liability altogether? Is it satis¬ 
factory that the treatment of 
policyholders’ claims sbonld be 
on a discretionary and hot on a 
contractual basis? The situation 
could be regularized by in¬ 
surance companies (a) renounc¬ 
ing their right to decline 
liability in the event of under¬ 
insurance, and (b) inserting a 
modified form of ihe average 
clause found in policies on com¬ 
mercial property vhereby ins- 
surers pay claims only in the 
proportion that the sum' in 
sured bears to tile value of . the 

E ropeny. This principle could 
e applied to household policies 
where, and only where, the pro¬ 
portion is less than a specified 
percentage. The “ blatant 
rases ” that the Secretary- 
General refers to would' thus 
be defined. 

Perhaps k should be added 
that the standard form of 
Lloyd’s Comprehensive Policy 
(Private Dwellings) includes an 
average clause. . .

Another 

blow 

High risks are a fact of life 
in the mining industry, but so 
are high rewards for the right, 
ventures. Unfortunately Charter 
Consolidated has once again 
demonstrated its ability to take 
the risks but get little of the 
rewards!

As the activities in Beirut, financial centre of the_Middle East, are disrupted by civil war 
Egypt bids for a key new commercial role. Alan McGregor reports 



Economic recession notwith¬ 
standing, foreign businessmen 
have been arriving in Cairo in 
hundreds to assess opportuni¬ 
ties offered in President 
Sadat's policy of “ ai-infitah ” 
(economic opening). 

The naive few who imagined 
it to be die equivalent of open 
sesame, their expectations 

smartly shattered, soon leave 

in angry frustration, vowing 
never again to drink the 
waters of the Nile. 

Others return for further in¬ 
vestigation before deriding 
that, for them, the only possi¬ 
bility is a straight deal for 
something the Egyptians must 
buy or sell with alacrity. 
Priority in the former category 
is on spares or replacements 
for industrial plant, including 
Textiles, and on virtually every 
essential in the infrastructure 
field. 

Some, with fortitude and 
perseverance, conclude finally 
that the envisaged prospect is 
probably solid enough to jus¬ 
tify prior hopes. 

The Sadat concept is, of 
course, beguiling: the idea of 
bringing together Arab (oil) 
and Western capital, foreign 
expertise and skilled Egyptian 
manpower for development 
and rejuvenation of an 
economy needing both as des¬ 
perately as the desert needs 
water. 

With its geographical con¬ 
venience Egypt combines a 
usually amiable and intelligent 
people, a tolerable climate, 
modern hotels and superb 
Mediterranean beaches within 
reasonable access from the 
capital for a weekend break. 

Particularly with Beirut in 
its present agony, the merits of 
Egypt, even if only for a 
regional office, appear consider¬ 
able. From a distance, that is; 
on closer scrutiny they tend, 
like a mirage, to recede. 

There is first Cairo’s 
obvious decrepitude due to 
neglect. It has maybe seven 
million people, with public ser¬ 
vices, including phones and 
transport, designed for half that 
number and fighting a losing 
battle with obsolete equipment. 

The post, however, remains 
moderately reliable for regi¬ 
stered express letters which 
usually take (for Europe) from 


five to 30 days. Direct telex, 
delayed for years by censor¬ 
ship considerations, is becoming 
available. 

The city's rundown condition 
dramatically illustrates the 
cumulative cost of the years 
of struggle with Israel—not 
forgetting the Yemen war 
of the early 1960s—and the 
high fertility rate that has 
almost doubled the country's 
population, to close on 40 mil- 
Iioj^ half under the age of 15, 
in little more than a quarter 
of a century. 

Egypt being still on a war 
foopng. a third of gross 
national revenue is swallowed 
by the railitaiy budget. The 
official figure for the nation's 
debts is £E 2,817m (£2300m); 
some £E945m was borrowed at 
18.5 per cent in 1974 and in 
the same year sen-icing alone 
reportedly amountd to £E170m, 
or about 40 per cent of income 
from exports. 

The President has announced 
that £E 1,150m to £E1,540m is 
essential over the next two 
years “ for rebuilding the 
economy” and Mr Mamdouh 
Salem, the Prime Minister, is 
seeing what more can be 
raised from the foil) “Arab 
brothers”, to whom Egypt 
looks more hopefully thaii it 
does to the West. 

“ AJ-infitah having given 
them what they intepret as. a 
green light, the new and (some 
of) the former rich, the latter 
25 years of keeping a low 
p rofile ,, have come bounding 
euphorically into the business 
arena. 

This for some means prop¬ 
erty ; rents of many offices 
2 nd flats being let to foreiim- 
ers have quadrupled in two 
Ye ars. A suitable furnished 
apartment can cost anything 
between £E200 and £E600. Key 
money on unfurnished accom¬ 
modation can run into many 
thousands of pounds. 

“ There’s a madness for 
money in the air ”, is how one' 
experienced observer put it. 
He deplored the fact tha* the 
discrepancy between the 
affluent and the rest is again 
rapidly widening, with alj that 
may portend for political stabi¬ 
lity no matter how much em¬ 
phasis is put offically on 
reconstruction for a brighter 
future. “ Imported ” inflation 
is running at over 20 per cent. 

Such circumstances are 
secondary, however, to the

main obstacle: the vast and 
torpid bureaucracy that con¬ 
trols all state concerns, includ¬ 
ing industries, banks and in¬ 
surance, and has been reared 
on the conviction that private 
enterprise is “ exploitive and 
feudalistic ” and foreign enter¬ 
prise worst of alL 

This sluggish mass continues 
to expand because of tbe 
regime’s policy of guaranteeing 
employment to all university 
graduates and demobilized sol¬ 
diers; the current budget allo¬ 
cates £E76S3ra for tbis alone. 
They sit almost shoolder to 
shoulder in some offices, any¬ 
thing from two to five people 
for what should be one per¬ 
son’s job. 

In the administrative jungle, 
with its Ottoman and Byzan¬ 
tine shades, lightened, fortuna¬ 
tely, by flashes of Egyptian 
humour, officials have scope 
for varying interpretations of 
the somewhat imprecise word¬ 
ing of foreign investment law 
no. 43 of 1S74, the legal basis 
of the new policy which was 
itself* first propounded in 
President Sadat’s “ October 
Paper ” (1973). 

This said categorically that 
foreign investment has an im¬ 
portant, if not key, role to 
play, while conforming to the 


government’s economic plans. 
Sadat has since reiterated that 
the resurgence of the private 
sector is possible—it has at 
least started—provided the 
public sector is growing as 
well. 

Official reference has been 
made, also, to the principle of 
public ownership being fully 
protected “if 51 per cent is in 
faithful, non-explomve' hands ", 

With intent Liable to become 
entangled somewhere in the 
labyrinth of red tape, much 
depends on the outcome of Mr 
Sa-lera’s recent proposal for a 
separate government procedure 
to deal solely with investment 
projects and producing a def¬ 
inite decision within six weeks 
of application. 

Assessment would be 
entrusted, he indicated, to 
independent work groups of 
senior officials and experts, 
some from the universities. 

There would obviously have 
to be. in addition, a follow-up 
system to ensure that an 
affirmative answer was not 
nullified by subsequent bureau¬ 
cratic snags. 

According to Mr Issa Sha¬ 
ll ine, ihe Industry Minister, 
the private sector now bas in 
prospect 520 new factories, 
representing a total investment 
of £E60m. 


But, despite the unflagging 
optimism of the press,, wnicli 
rends not to differentiate be¬ 
tween the idea and its imple¬ 
mentation, the number of pro¬ 
jects actually started is s«-*n 
modest. Some arc in tounMii. 
where the return is quicker 
and surer. . , 

While, under the 19/4 law, 
tbe foreign investor^ is 
expected to bring in 25 per 
cent of iris capital, there is 
uncertainty with regard to the 
terms of its eventu al re patri¬ 
ation, as well as on firm com¬ 
mitments for hard-currency 
payments of raw material im¬ 
ports. 

But, as things are, ambigui¬ 
ties may be eliminated by 
sheer force of necessity. The 
new five-year plan (1976-80), 
to which finishing touches are 
now being put, will leave 
ample room for private sector 
and foreign enterprise con¬ 
forming to the basic criteria of 
providing import substitutes 
with, and most -important, a 
sizable export potential for 
hard currencies. 

Factory lots are advanta¬ 
geously available in the Port 
Said free zone and similar faci¬ 
lities are envisaged for Alexan¬ 
dria and Cairo itself. Food-pro- 
cessing and packaging and 
pharmaceuticals are among 
higher-profitability possibili¬ 
ties, though some local resist¬ 
ance might be expected from 
the established pharmaceuti¬ 
cals manufacturers. 

One hopeful straw in the 
wind is that some 40 banks, 
financial institutions and in¬ 
surance companies have 
thought die time ripe either to 
have full or representative 
offices in Cairo or to have a 
man calling regularly. 

The First National City has 
its own b uildin g, the Chase 
Manhattan and the American 
Express International have 
opened offices, as has the 
Bank Melli Iran. 

Barclays has teamed up with 
the Bank Du Cairo, the 
National and Grind lays are 
moving in, Lloyds Internation¬ 
al and' main Swiss and French 
banks have representatives. 

So, remembering tbe time- 
honoured advice “if you see a 
banker jump out of a window, 
jump right after him, there is 
15 per cent ro be gained ”, the 
moment for taking the plunge 
into Egypt may be as propi¬ 
tious now as any time in what 
is left of this century. 


In a week when regular super- 
some air services were in augu- 
rated by British Airways and 
Aj* France with the Anglo- 
French Concorde, a speaker at 
a London conference showed 
that major transport develop¬ 
ments since the end of the 
eighteenth century had all taken 
between 20 and 50 years to be¬ 
come effective. 

“ There is no evidence ”, he 
added, “that the exploitation of 
new ideas happens more quickly 
today than it did at the begin¬ 
ning of the industrial revolu¬ 
tion 

This was significant in the 
context of transport planning 
for the future, he stressed, be¬ 
cause the 20-50 year timescale 
was “compatible with the esti¬ 
mated lifetime of crude oil 
reserves 

Transport was one of three 
main areas—the other two were 
food and production—discussed 
at tbe conference. Organized 
by the Institute of Fuel on be¬ 
half of eight professional engin¬ 
eering institutions, the meeting 
had as its theme : “ Energy— 
brake or break”. 

Professor Ian Cheeseman, of 
Southampton University, the 
speaker quoted above, went on 
to analyse the pattern of energy 
consumption of various vehicles. 
On the basis of specific energy 
(the ratio of energy used to 
work done), Concorde was 
shown to be no worse than 
some cars. 

Ships showed the lowest 
specific energies, but most types 
of vehicle fitted into a well-de¬ 
fined band, with higher speeds

in general costing more energy. 

Whatever the transport 
medium, tbe energy implications 
fell into two categories—short¬ 
term conservation methods and 
longer-term alternative solu¬ 
tions. In road vehicles, for ex¬ 
ample, the effect of lighter con¬ 
struction, and of hybrid electric 
propulsion, could be considered. 

Reducing weight would cer¬ 
tainly reduce fuel' consumption, 
though possibly at the expense 
of safety in certain types of 
accident.* The use of aluminium 
and its alloys in place of Iron 
and steel, for example, would 
reduce the vehicle weight by 
about 30 per cent. This in turn 
would reduce the overall fuel 
consumption of a typical Euro¬ 
pean car by about 25 per cent. 

But the energy cost of pro¬ 
ducing the aluminium must also 
be brought into the calculation. 
Weight for weight, the produc¬ 
tion of aluminium uses about 
seven times the energy used to 
produce steeL 

If maximum use is made of 
aluminium and its alloys, the 
energy to produce the cars will 
increase by 60 per cent, but the 
net balance in energy (lower 
fuel consumption minus extra 
production energy) works out at 
a 17 per cent saving. 

_ Another approach would be 
simply to encourage the use of 
smaller, steel-built cars. If a 
900kg car were to be replaced 
by one of 810kg, the same sav¬ 
ing in total energy would result. 

This solution could be 
encouraged by differential tax¬ 
ation, based for example on 


weight and on power'weight 
ratio. But politics and economics 
have conflicted with energy 
economy on this point. 

Professor Cheeseman re¬ 
minded bis audience that the 
Chancellor In his last Budget 
“indicated that he had not 
introduced a taxation system 
which was preferential to small 
cars because die home industry 
did not have sufficient small 
designs to compete with Euro¬ 
pean and Japanese models then 
available . 

Among the possible longer- 
term solutions for energy-effec¬ 
tive road vehicles, the hybrid 
electric car appears promising. 
In tbis design a diesel engine 
would operate at constant speed 
and drive an electric generator 
which charges a battery. 
Traction is through an electric 
motor. 

Power of the diesel is chosen 
so that it can propel the vehicle 
at normal cruising speed, and 
also provide a top-up charge to 
the battery. For acceleration 
the diesel power is supple¬ 
mented by battery power; 
during deceleration, the excess 
engine power is fed to the 
battery. 

Such a system offers signif- 
cant energy savings, but would 
be heavier and more expensive 
than conventional internal com¬ 
bustion engines. If this line of 


development were to be 
pursued. Professor Cheeseman 
points out. there would be five 
main benefits: 

1. The existing road-transport 
energy source (that is, oil) 
would continue to be used, but 
more economically. 

2. A new Technology using elec¬ 
tricity as its primary source 
would be developed in a time- 
scale compatible with the ex¬ 
pansion of the national electric 
generating capability. 

3. The mix of these two tech¬ 
nologies could be arbitrarily 
adjusred to fit local economic 
situations. A range of vehicles 
could be designed using basic 
building units to suit different 
countries’ needs. 

4. Regulations on chemical 
emissions and noise could he 
mei_ 

5. Road transport would not be 
dependent on one fuel or one 
energy source for continued 
operation. 

This is but one example of 
the sort of technology assess¬ 
ment th3t was developed in 
detail at this week’s energy con¬ 
ference. The implications of the 
meeting have yet to be followed 
through, but among Professor 
Cheeseraan’s transport conclu¬ 
sions (with which there was 
much general agreement) are 
the following points. 

Assuming that naturally 


occurring oil will be largely 
exhausted in 40 to 50 years’ 
time, the highest priority is to 
decide on the long-term energy- 
sources that are suitable for 
transport use. 

The long-term energy supply 
rhat is finally selected for trans¬ 
port should nor depend on a 
single raw material. Electrical 
energy seems suitable, but for 
some purposes it must be con¬ 
verted into a form which is 
transportable. 

The two most promising con¬ 
versions appear to be hydrogen 
and synthetic hydrocarbons, of 
which the latter appear prefer¬ 
able. 

Finally, the basic dilemma 
which has wreaked havoc in so 
many areas of technology over 
many years: the conflict be- 
ween Western governmental 
systems with an average life¬ 
span of three years and, in this 
case, energy policy derisions 
which require from 10 to 40 
years to develop and implement. 

The engineers’ answer to this 
dilemma, as it emerged this 
week at the London “ brake or 
break” conference, is to call 
for some sort of national energy 
commission, answerable to Par¬ 
liament. Details are still being 
discussed.

Postal arena 

Members of the Post Office 
review committee were on tap 
yesterday, the day of their 
inaugural meeting, and although 
they did not appear ro have .a 
lot to say it is clear that their 
terms of reference are broad 
enough to allow them to probe 
some very sensitive points. 

The chairman is Charles Car¬ 
ter, economist and _ vice- 
chancellor of the University of 
Lancaster, who is a former 
member of the North Western 
Postal Board. He was 
evidently keen not to fan the 
flames that billowed forth last 
year, when the unit charged for 
telephone calls doubled in two 
stages from l,5p to 3p and the 
second class post rate went up 
from 31p to 6ip. 

He refused to be drawn on 
whether, or how’, the committee 
might jump if something similar 
happened this year, roughly the 
time the committee needs to 
sit. 

Ic was the Post Office Userc’ 
National Committee's vain 
protests at the size and speed 
of these increases that led to 
rhe establishment of Carter’s 
review body. He? and members 
such as Rupert Nicholson, have 
the power to look into matters 
outside POUNC’S scope, among 
them the practicality of tbe 
Post Office’s obligation to pay 
its way, the speed at which it 
should be done, the separation 
of the postal and telecommum- 
■ cations activities and the way 
in which equipment supply 
contracts are clinched. 


Nicholson, the receiver for 
Rolls-Royce 1971, may also help 
balance criticisms that the re¬ 
view body lacks members who 
are heavy users of Post_ Office 
services. He worked with the 
corporation on changes in 
accounting procedure six years 
ago. 

At the helm 

Sir James Dunne it, until his 
retirement two years _ ago Per¬ 
manent Secretary, Ministry of 
Defence, is taking on one of the 
toughest jobs in shipping. 

Sir James is coming out of

It was at Transport that he 
got to know shipping, and in 
the early 1960s he served _ as 
chairman of the Shipbuilding 
Advisory Committee. 

He has taken on this new 
worldwide lobbying job for only 
as long as is needed “to see 
how far I can take the scheme w .

A final dividend of 3.137p is recommended, being the maximum dividend 
permitted, making, with the interim dividend of 1.293p already fjaid, a total of 
4.430p.This compares with a total dividend of 4.151 pfor last year.

Under the procedures set up by 
the commission, a customer who 
believes he has been -financially 
damaged would file a written com¬ 
plaint to a CFTC reparations aide. 


Swiss approve
